In this hauen 
The hauen of gau, there came about two hundcth of thinhavitantes 
of Cariat oꝛ to the ſea ſyde with enerpe of them thzee oꝛ foure dartes in 
wWirobalanas their handes: pet of condition gentell enoughe, and not re: 
33 fuſpng üraungers. Their commpng was foz none other pur: 
poſe then to knowe what this newe nation mente, 02 what 
they bzoughte with them. When owze men had gyuen them 
ſygnes of peace, they came ſwymmpnge to the ſhpppes and 
delpꝛed to barter with them by exrchaunge. The admpzall ta 
Allure them to frend hippe, gaue them many of owe thinges: 
But thep refuſed them, ſuſpectpnge ſumme diſceate therebs 
cue and hu bycanſc he waolde not recepue theirs. They wꝛoughte all by 
mane pcopſe lygnes: fo2 one vnderſtoode not a wooꝛde of the others lan; 
-*. guage. Suche gyftes as were ſente them, they lekte on the 
ſhoze and woolde take no part therof. They are of ſuche cuu: 
litye and humanytie, that thep eſteeme it moze-honozablc to 
| gpuc then to take. They ſente owze men two pounge women 
| beinge vprgines, of cömendable fauour and goodlp ſtature, 

\ ſygnifyinge vnto them that they myghte {take them awaye 
with them it it were their pleaſure, Theſt women after the 
maner of their countrep, were couered from theic ancles ſun; 
what aboue their pziupe partes with a certepne clothe made 
of goTampine cotton. But the men are al naked. The women 
vſe to cutte their heare : But the men lette it growe on the 
hynder partcsof their heades, and cutte it on the foze 
parte. Their longe hcare, thep bynde vppe with kpllettes, # 
winde it in \undzy rowles as owze mapdes are accuſtomed ta 
do. The virgins which were lente to the Admirall he decked 
in fapze apparell, a gauc them many gyftes, and ſent thepm 
home agepnc. But lpkewile all theſe rewardes and apparcl 
they left vppon the ſhoꝛe bycaule owre men had refuſed their 

0 gyftes. pet tooke he two men awap with him (and thoſe ve 
ry wpllpngly) that by lernyng the Spanyhe tonge, he might 
akterwarde vie them fox interpretours, De contidered _— 
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the tractes of theſe coaſtes were not grearcly troubeled with 
vehement motions 02 ouerlowpnges of the fea, fozaſmuche 
as trees growe in the ſea nat karre frame the ſhoꝛe, euen as 
they dod vppon the bankes of ryuers. The which thynge al 
ſo other doo afirme whiche haue latelper ſearched tizoſc coa⸗ 
ſtes, declaring that the ſea riſeth and fauleth but lyttle there 
about e. He ſayth furthermoꝛe, that in the pꝛolpecte of this 
lande, there are trees engendꝛed euen in the ſea, which alter 
that they are growen to any height, bende downe the toppes 
of theyꝛ branches into the grounde: which embzaſing them 
cauſeth other branches to ſpꝛynge owt of the came, and take 
roote in the earth, bzingynge koozth trees in theyꝛ kpnde ſuc: 
telliuely as dpd the fpzſt roote from whenſe they had theyꝛ o 


riginall, as do alſo the ſettes of vines when onely bothe the 


endes therof are put into the grounde, linie in the twelfth 
booke of his natural hiſto;ie maketh mention of ſuche trees, 
deſcribpnge them to bee on the lande, but not in the lea. The 
Admirall wꝛyteth alſo that the lpke beaſtes are engendered 
in the coaſtes of caria, as in other pꝛouinces of theſe regions, 
and ſuch as we haue ſpoken of befoze, pet that there is one 
founde here in nature much differinge from the other. This 
beaſte is of the byggenes of a greate moonkepe, but with a 
taple muche longer and bygger.

mprall (who fpzſtefounde theſe Hlandes and ſapled though 
this ſea of weedes) haue declared anpe reaſon howe their 
The ſca of. weedes (houlde come. Summe thynke the ſea too be ve: 
derbes. rye muddye there, and that theſe weedes are engendered 
ia the bottome therot, and ſo bepnge looſed, to aſcende to 
the vppermooſte parte of the water, as wee ſce oftentpme? 
chaunce in ccrtepne ſtondpnge pooles, and ſumtymes alſo in 
greate xpuers. Other ſuppoſe that the are not engendered 
there, but to bee beaten from certepne rockes by the vyolence 
of the water in tempeſtes. And thus they leaue the matter in 
dowte : Neyther haue they pet any certepne txperpence whe: 
ther they ſtycke faſte and gpue place to the ſhyppes, oz wan: 
der looſe vppon the mater. But it is to bee thought that they 


are engendered there, Foz otherwyle they thulde bee dzynen 
. together 
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togyther on heapes by thympulſ pon of the ſbyppes enen as a 
bcaſome gathercth the \weppnges of a houſe, and chulde al: 
ſo lette the courſe of the byppes. The fourth day after that 
he departed frome Domizice, thehpghe monntapnes couered 
with \nowe (wherof we haue ſpoken in the ſeconde decade) 
d'vnto hym.

reared by the deſperate fiercenes and crueltie which they of; 
tent mes ſhewed to owꝛe men when thep paſſed by their coa: 
tes. Suche tonenes and foztitudeof mynde is naturallpe 
engendered in theſe naked Barbarians. that thep feared not 
to a.ſaple owꝛe hole naup æ to fozbyd them to coome a land, 
They kepght with venemous arrowes as we haue [apde be: 
foꝛe. Perceaupnge that owe men contempned their thzeat: 
nynges, they ranne furiouſly into rhe ſea, euen vppe to the 
bꝛeaſtes, nothynge fearinge epther the bygnes oz multitude 
of 9w2e ſhoppes, but ceaſed not continually beinge thus in 


the water, to caſt dartes and ſhute their venemous arrowes 


as thicke as haple: In ſo muche that lowꝛe men had bynne 


in great daunger ik thep had not byn defended by the cages 


oꝛ pauiſles of the Hyppes and their targettes. Pet were two 
of them wounded whiche died ſhoꝛtelp after. But this con: 
fipcte continued ſo ſharpe, that at the length owꝛe men were 
enfoꝛced to ſhute of their byggeſt pieces of o2dinaunce with 
hapleſhotte: At the laughter and terrible nopſe wherof the 
barbarians beynge ſoze diſcomfited and ſhaken with feare, 
thynkynge the; lame to be thunder and lpghitupnge, tourned 
their backes and fledde amapne. They greately feare thun 
der bycauſe theſe regyons are oftentymes vered with thun 
der and lyghtnpnge bp rcaſon of the hyghe montapnes and 
neareneſle of the ſame to the region of the aper wherin ſuch 
ficric tempeſtes are engendered which the philoſophers caule 
Meteors, And all be it that ow2e men had nowe dzyuen their 
enempes to fipght,and ſawe them diſparcled and owte of or 
der, pet dowted they and were of dyners opinions whether 
they ſhulde purlue them oꝛ not On the one partie, ſhame paic; 
kcd them fkoz warde, and on the other ſyde feare-cauſed them 
to caſtc many perelles, eſpeciallp conſpderpnge the venemous 
arrowes whiche theſe barbarians canne direct ſo certeynely, 
To departe from theym with a dzpe: foote (as ſaithe the p10: 
nerbe) with lo great a naupe and ſuche an armpe, they repit: 
ted it as a thynge greatelp ſoundpnge to their repꝛoche and 
diſhondur. At the length therfoze ſhame ouercommpng keare, 
they purſued them and came to land with their ſhippe boates, 

The gauernoure of the nauie, and alſo veſp anus doo Wzpte, 


that the hauen is no leTe then thzee leagues in _—_— 
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inge allo ſafe Withowt rockes, and the water therof ſo clere, 
that a man map ſec pybble ſtones in the bottome twentie cu:

By realon wherof they founde here many kyllher boates'and 
nettes woonderfully wꝛought of the ſtalkes of certepne her: 
bes 02 weedes dyed and tawed and wꝛethed with coꝛdes of 
ſpunne gollampine cotton. Foz the people of Caramairi, Gaira, 
and sturm, are verp cunnpnge in kyſchynge, and vſe to ſell 

e to theyꝛ boztherers fot exchaunge of ſuche thpnges as 

lacke. when owre men had thus chaſcd the Barbarp⸗ 
ans from the ſea coaſtes, and hadde nowe entered into they; 
houſes, thep aſſapled them with newe ſky2tmuſhes, eſpccial- 
ly when they ſawe them kaule to ſackyngeand ſpoplyng,and 
— wpues and chyldꝛen taken captiue. Thepꝛ houſcholde 
fufe was made of great reedes which growe on the ſea ban 
kes, and the ſtalkes of certeyne herbes beaten and afterward 
made harde.

- bithout the circle cauled Tropicus caneri where the largenes of 


the ſca maye receane the waters faulynge frome the narowe 
fireames, and therby riepꝛeſle that inoʒdinate courſe, by rta: 
ſon that the ſea is there very large and great. J can compare 
his meanynge to nothynge moze aptelp then to the ſwyfte 
fireame commpng foozth of a mplle and faulpng into the mpl 
poole. Foz in al ſuche places where waters runnc with a vp⸗ 
olent faule though narowe chanels, and are then reccaued in 
large pooles, thep are ſoodenly diſparcled and theyꝛ violence 
bzoken : So that wheras befoze thep ſeemed of ſuch fozce as 
to onerthzowe all thynges beinge in thepz wape, it can not 
then be perctaued which wap they runne. The Admiral him 
ſcife Diegus Colonus, ſount and hepꝛe to Chriffopborrs Colonus the 
fyꝛl fynder of theſe landes (who had nowe in commpng and 
goinge, foure tymes palled thzo2nghe theſe ſeas) beinge de: 
maunded of me what he founde oz perceaucd in ſaylynge too 
and fro, anſwered that there was muche difficultie in retur⸗ 
nynge the ſame wap by the which they go. But wheras they 
kyꝛũ take the wape by the mapne ſea towarde the Nozth be: 
foze they directe thepz courſe to Spapne, he ſapthe that in 
that tract, he felt the ſhippe ſumtymes a lyttle dzpuen backe 
by the contrarp courſs of the water, pet ſuppoleth that this 
chaunctt h onely by the ozdinarie lowpnge and reflowpnge

of they are daplye occupied in gathering & digging the ſame, 
But ſhoztelp after that J had finiſhed mp ſapde bookes, thze 
Spanyardes that were the moſt auncicnt citizens of cuba, as 
Frandſcus Fernandes Of Cordubs Lupus Ocho, & Chriſtopborus Morantes, de 
termined to ſecke newe tandes, as the myndes of the Spa: 
npardes are eucr vnquiet and geuen to attempte great enter: 
-p2iſes. They furnylhed at their owne charges, three ok thoſe 
@pppes whiche they caule Laraucts. And haupnge fyzfte ly: 
cence of diegus Veloſquen the gouernour of the Flande., they de: 
parted with a hundzeth and ten men from the Weſt angle of 
cuba. Foz this angle is moſte commodious to relicue ſbpppes 
and to make pzouiſion fox freſhe water and fuell. Thus they 
ſapled continually fyre dapes and a halfe, betwene the Wel 
and the South,contented onelp with the f of the heauen 
and the water: durynge whiche tyme, they ſuppoſe that they 
ſapled not paſt thꝛteſcoze and IE. mples. Foz they ley at an⸗ 
ker ali nyght where ſo tuer the faulpnge of the e tooke 
the day light from them, teaſte by wanderynge in unknowen 
ſeas, thep myght ce to be caſt vppon rockes oz ſandes, 
But at the length they chaunced na great Jlande na:

They marnepled greatly at owre ſhippes and 
maner of laylpnge. At the fpzlt, they wolde admpt no ftraun; 
gers: but ſhoztly after, receaued them gentelly. Theyz chiefe 
ruter (whom owre men ſuppoſed to bee a pꝛeeũe) led them iy 
to the toppe of the towre, where they erected a banner and 
addicted the Jlande co the dominion of the kynge of Cadple, 
namynge it sand Cr=x, bycauſe thepcntered into the ſame in 
the nones of Mape beinge then the fcafte of the holpe croſſe;

to defende their cooſtes, and with pzoude countcnaunces foz: 
byddinge owre men to coome alande. Bothe parties watched 
al that nyght in armes. In the dawne ok the dap, owr men el 
pied about a hundzeth Lanoas (whiche we haue (aide to be 
their boates) full of armed men, Here alſo the language of | 
thintexgpzetours of cube agreed well enowghe with thers, 
When they had admitted the pexce pꝛofeced them by thinter: 
pꝛetours, al the Lanoas ſlaied excepte one whiche appioched 
toward the ſhippes. A certepne ruler that was in this Lanoa, 
demaunded of owre men what they ſought in other mennes 
landes. They anſwered, gold. And that, foz per mutation of 
| | other ware, and nat of gift oz vpolcently, The c returned 
| and the ruler certificd the kyng hereof, who came gladlpe to 
* the ſhyppes. When he had ſaluted the gonernour, he cauled 
Armure of his chamberlen vnto hym, commaundpnge him to bzinge his 
sold. armure and other oznamentes of golde wherwith he armed 
— 5 oriſalua from the toppe of the heade to the ſoulc of the foote: 
I In ſo muche that, what ſe euer any man of armes armed at 
all partes, is cmong vs accuſtomed to weare of Iren oz ſtetle 
own orff: when he commeth in to the fielde, all ſuche kynde of furni: 
* tures made of golde and wzought with woouderful! arte, the 
kyng gaue to the gouernour. De recompenſed hym wich vel: 
tures of ſpcke,clothe, lynen, and other ot owre thinges. Ja 
thc 1— of this lac, when they ſayled to Coxnells 
he hokes they ch aunced vppon a ca of fpſſher men to the number ol 
golde, mnpne, fyſchyng with hookes of golde. They tooke them all 
5 priſoners, One ot them was knowen to this kyng, who pio⸗ 
myſed the dape folowpng to ſende the gouernour as 


of 


gold 
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golde foꝛ his raunſome as the man hym ſelfe waſed, But the 

rnour denped that he coulde releaſe hym withowte the 
conſent of his felowes : And therfoze kept hym ſtyll co pꝛoue 
what he could kurther knowe of hym. Departing from henſe 
and ſaylvnge ſtyll weſtwarde, thep founde a great goulfe in 
the which tinee maule Flandes were ſytuatt. Of theſe,they 
went to the byggeſt. But oh abhominable crueltie : oh moſt 
toꝛrupted myndes of men, and deuelyſhc impictic ? Let euery 
godly man cloſe the mouth of his ſtomake leſt he be deſturbed. 
They offer pounge childzen of bothe kyndes to their Jdoles 
ofmarble and carth. Emonge their Jdoles of marblc, there 
landet h a lyon haupnge a hole thzowgh the necke, into the 
whiche they panre the bludde of the miſerable ſacrifpce, that 
it mape from thenſe runne downe into a ſpncke of marble, 
Uctte vs nowe declare with what ceremonies they ſacrpfpce 
the bludde of theſe poꝛe wꝛetehes. They cutte not their thꝛo⸗ 
tes, but open the very bꝛeſtes of theſe lelpe ſoules and take 
owte their hartes pet pantynge, with the hotte bludde wher⸗ 
of, they anopnte the lyppes of their Jdoles, and ſufecr the 
reſpduc to faule into the ſpnke, This doone, they burne the 
hatte and bowels, ſuppoſpnge the ſmoke therof co be accep⸗ 
table to their goddes. Of their Idoles, one is made to the 
ſhape of a man, bowpnge downc his heade and lookynge to⸗ 
ward the ſpnke of bludde, as it were acceptyng the offeringe 
of the Cayne ſacrifyce, They tate the fleſhe of the armes, 
thighes, and legges,cſpecially when they ſacrifpce an enemp 
taken in the warres. They foundt a ſtreame of congeled blud 
as thoughe it had runne from a bouchcry. Foz this myſche: 
nous purpoſe, they bꝛingetheſe wietches from the nexte J: 
landes. They ſawe alſo innumerable heades, and trunkes of 
bodies thus mangeled, belpde manp other pet remaining hole 


gions abounde with goldc and pꝛecious ſtones. One of owre 
men wanderpnge in the Mande, chaunced ta ſynde two wa⸗ 
ter pottes of alabaſter artifycially wꝛonght and full ot᷑ lyttle 
bones of dpucrs colours. They ſape alio that they founde a 
lane of the value of two thouſand Laſtilans of gold, whiche 
they ſent to the gouernour. This Jlandethep named the N 
land of ſacrifyce, ⁊ hinhabitauntes arc circumciſed, There are 
ulo other Jlandes fytuatc Toe n 04 Cu. 


„the 
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andes of the whiche are inhabited onely with women kpuing without 
the coompanygof men after the maner of the Amazones, But 
they that ponder the matter moze wilely, thinke them rather 
to be certepne women whiche haut vowe d chaditie and pꝛo: 
feſled a ſolptarie lyfe as the nunnes doo with vs, 02 as the 
virgins canled Vefales 03 Bone Dec, Were accuſtomed to do a; 
monge the gentiles in oulde tyme. At certepne tymes of the 
peart, men ofthe other Jlandes reſozte vnto them. But not 
koz thintent of generation, but moued with pitie to helpe 
them to dꝛeſſe their gardens and tyll their grounde. The te: 
pozte goeth lpkcwiſe that there are other Jlandes of coz: 
rupte women to whom men reſozte fox carnall copulation: 
And that thep cutte of one of the pappes of their women chil 
dꝛen leaſt it tuld hinder their ſhootyng. Alſo that they kepe 
onely the women childzen and ſcnde awape the men childzen, 
Owr men therfoze dꝛewe nere to the ſhoze of Collu«care where 
| thep qupetly exerciſcd marchaundies with thinhabitauntes. 
Solde. The kyng gauc them a great potte of gold: 'Alſo bꝛallettes, 
chapnes, bꝛouches, with many other iewelles, and al of gold. 
Owre men agepne on the other parte fatiſfped him with ſuch 
ſtuſte as they had done other befoꝛe. Here wolde they gladly 
6 haue planted a newe colonie oz Habitation, but that the go: 
vouſes Icke uernour wolde not permptte them, wherat they gruged not 
towres. re alyttle, The houſes and other edifyes of this pzoupnce, ate 
vv. greate buplded like vnto towzes. Jt hath alſo, xv. great townes in 
tow nes in the it. Ot thele they affirme that they haue ſcene ſum conſiſting 
—— we of moze then. xx. thouſande houſes, not iopning together, 
Townes of but deſcuered with courtes and gardens. They haue alſo cer: 
Fr. thouſande fepne large market places encompaſed with waules, and 
hoes. ſtreates well paued. Likewiſe foznaces and oucns made of 
lyme and bꝛicke. Furthermoze al ſoztcs of handy craftes men 
The region & very cunning artificers. This kinges name was Potnchants: 
of Þalmoria, & the region is cauled yams, The towne where the king ke 
peth his court, cSteinceh.xv.thouſand houſes. when they re? 
- ceane any firaungiers and make a leage of frendſhyppe with 
them. they are accuſtomed with a knifc made of a ſharpe ſtone, . 
Atokenof to let them ſelues bludde in the toonge, hande, arme, oz ſun 
frendſhip. other parte of the body: And this euen in the ſpght of them 
whom they admitte to frendchyp. in token that they are ready 
Pꝛeeſtes. to ſbedde their bludde in their fryndes cauſes, Their pziefles 
ä pzofeſſe a vertuous lte, and liuc vumaried, What it is to 
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hane to do with women, no man kntoweth bekozt 57 v 
ned. Foꝛnication and adultery (which ſelde chaunce cmonge 
tho they counte abhominat ion. The women are of maruelous Chaſtitie. 
chaftitic,Eurep noble mãatter that he haue had ont wie, may 
haue as many concubines as hym lyſteth, But a maried wo: The puny he 
man taken in adulterie, is ſoulde of her hulbande. But this ment of aduls 
onely to the pꝛince: at whoſe handes it (hal be [awfull foꝛ her e · 
kynſefolkes to redeeme her. It is not lawfull foz ſuche as qa. ia 
arenot maried, to ſytte at the ſame table with them that are honoured, 
maried, oz to eate of the ſame dyſhe o2 dꝛinke of the ſame cup. | 
Jn the moneth of Auguſt and September, they abſteine.xxxv. Faſtynge. 
dayes not onely from dleſde wherof they haue great pientie, 8 
but alſo from fpHe and al other thinges that lyue by blud de: 
Ind durpnge theſe daics, lpue onelp with herbes and frut es. 
Thep rcken twentie dayes to the moneth, and twentie mo: 
nethes to the peare. Owre men conlumed certepne dapes 
here verpe pleaſauntly, When they departed, coaſtpnge tpll 
bythe ſame ſhoꝛe, they came to an other kyng whom thep na: 
med 0«..xdvs. When he had intellpgence that owre men deli: 
red golde, he bzought fooꝛth certepne plates of molten gold. 
But wh? the gouernour ſignified vnto him 1 — 
that he delpꝛed great plentie of that metal, the dap folowing Idoles. le we 
he bzoaght him mannes Image of golde beinge a cuberte eis, and our 
in length: Alſo a kanne of golde, and an Idole of one of his ches of gold. 
domeſticall goddes of curious woozkemanſhyppe. LIikewyſe 
garlandes of ſtones of ſundzy colours, with many bzeſte plat 
tes, bzooches,, and other kpndes of oznamentes, and all of 
golde. De — hym kurthermoze aboundaunce of delpcate 
meates well ſalred and pondzed with ſpices. When he had = 
required owre men to coome alande, he cammaunded his fer; 16 t 
naunt es with all ſpeede to pꝛepare a great multitude of bzan: = 
ches of trees and to waite vppon owre men to his uw 8, 
Is they went thus in oꝛder, um behyndc and tum befoze on | 
bothe lydes, they ſeemed ſo to ſhadowe owre men with the 
bouwes as th they had gonne in a continnall arbour, 
The kynge hym lelfe . a ſepter in his hand, dyd ſette 
them in their arrayt, and ſtrike luche as were negli⸗ 
gent in bearyng their bouwes. They chewed them lelues obe⸗ 
nent in all thpnges, and with graue tountenaunce, humbled 
them ſelues to receaue his ltripes, * = * „ 
| i, ere 
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where be had ſnche plentle of golde, he pointed wich his 
fynger to the next mountaynes, and to the tyuers deſcendyng 
from the ſame, They are lo accuſtomed to the riuers and extr: 
ciſed in lwymming, that it is al one to them to line in the wa⸗ 
ter and on the lande. When they deſp2e togather golde, they 


plunge theym ſelucs in the ryuers and bzynge from the bot: 


tome therof, bothe their handes full of ſande, whiche ſyf: 
tynge from hande to hande, they gather owte the graynes 
of golde. And by this meancs in the ſpaceof twoo honres, 
they fyll a reede as bygge as a mannes fyngcr. Of the ſweete 
ſauours of theſe landes, many thinges myght be ſpoken, the 
whiche bycauſe they make rather to rheffeminatpnge of the 
myndes of men, then foz any nccefTarpe purpoſc, J ham 
thought beft to omytte them. The kpnge alſo gaue the go: 
uernour a pounge virgine of twelue ytares of age, adourned 
with ryche and fapꝛe iewelles. Of the ſtones whiche he had 
of this kynge, one was valued at twoo thouſande Laſtellans 
of golde. Thus at the length they departed from this kyng, 
laden with golde and pzccious ſlooncs. criſalzs the goucr; 
nour, ſente one of thc Carauelles to his vncte diego Velen 
gouernour of the Jlande of cbs, wich meſCengers to dtiy⸗ 
ner hym the golde, iewelles, and other oꝛnamentes. The 
teſydue in the meane tyme ſtyll folowed the tracte towarde 
the weſt, One of them in the whiche Frauncis Montegius 
the vnder gouernour was carped, ſapled harde by the ſhoze 2: 
and the other twoo kept aloofe within pzoſpecte of the land, 
Thinhabit auntes of theſe coaſtes alſo, no leſſe marueplynge 
at the ſhynpes then dyd the other, came with twelue Candas 
to Montcgius, deſpʒinge hym by thincerpzetours to coome 
alande, pzompſpnge in the name of their kynge, that hee 
ſhoulde be honozably entertapned. But BJontegious anſwe: 
red that hee coulde not aTente to their requeſt bycauſe his 
coompanions were ſo farre from hym. per dyd he gpuc them 
mew of owre thynges ſtraunge vnco them, and thankes 
foz their gentylneſte. Shoꝛtely after eſ @ great towne 
sheyp directed their courſe thither. Thi taunt es mohi⸗ 
byted them to coome alande, and came foozthe agepnſt them 
with bowes & qupuers ful of arrowes, bꝛode w aoides made 
of heauy woode,and Jauelens hardned at the ende with fier. 
They qhotte at owre men a farre o: And owre men _ 
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ged terteyne pieces of oꝛdinaunce agepnd them. The Barba⸗ — 
nans aſtonylſhed at the noyle of the gunnes, fledde amapne, 

and deſyꝛed peace. Bere 8wre-mens bytaples began to faple 

them, and theyz ſhyppes were booſed with longe vpages. 

Daupngec therefoze founde and doone theſe thynges whereof 

vt haue ſpoken, Griſalue' xt turned to the Mande of Fern. dn 

well contented; but ſo were not his companions. We muſte 4 
nome diuerte lumwhat from this mattetʒ and ſpeake af an o: e, be 
ther nauigat ion. And from thenke wyll we returne to theſe Fernanda. 
landes which owre men haue founde. Go it is therfoze, that 

diegus Vdlaſyven the gouernour of the Jland of Ferzaxdins, about | 

the ſame tyme that he had ſent foozth thes nauit of foure Ca⸗ 

taueles, hc prepared an other nauigat ion ot onely one Cata⸗ 

nell and one hapgantine with foztie and fyue men. Theſe ex⸗ 

erciſcd vpolent Handes ageinſt thinhabicaunces of thole regi⸗ 

ons where they artyut de thynkynge that they myght fozceaZ 

bly dzawe them to the dyggynge of golde 'bycauſe 'thcy'were 

Cafframice Jdolaters and circumciſed. There are at the ſea any 

ſyde not farre from the ſuppoſed continent, many lyttle Flan yerwene Cu 
des of moſte fozeunare/and frutefull ſople, whercof tee arc ba and the 
thus named: Guanepes; Gnamguan, and Ouicille, Owte of one of fume lande. 
theſe (which they named Sancte Moi) they viol ente ly caried 

away thzee hundꝛeth men and women which they thzuſt in⸗ 

to the Carauell and returned immediatip to fernurdina, Ica⸗ 

uynge the bzigantme with. xx v. of theyꝛ felowes to thintene 

to hunt foz maʒe men. The hauen where thc Laraucll fyzfte 
acrpued, is cauled Cor, beinge diſtante from the angie of Sanc h 
Cs and t he chiete citit of sandig, two hundzcth and fyftie the chiefe cia 
mples. Foz this ande of cube, is longe, reachyng in fic of Cuba. 
length from the Eaſt to the Well, and ſituate directly under 

the circle cauled Tropics Caneri as we haue ſapde-befoze. Mow 

ſhall you heart how foztune ſought the rtuenge of theſe poze 

wetches., Therkoze as they kepers went aland and few re 

mained in the Larauel;thep perceuing occaſis miniſtred wher 

by they myght recover theyz libertie, loodepnely ſnatched vp 4 , 
owr mens weapons and licwe ſyxe of. them which yct remap — 
ned in the Carauel, whyle the xtlidus lente into the ſea. And Spanatdes 
by this meanes the Barbariaus poſſeſſed the Carauell which with they: | 
they had loone learned to xule, and thus returned to theyz 2c weas 


ut countreys. But they lapled fyꝛde to the nexte Ilande 9. 
8 where 
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where they burnte the Carauel and caried away the weap me 
with them. From henle they conueped them Celues to they 
owne countreps with the Lanoas of this Jlande. Beate in 
lyke maner they pꝛyuilie aſſapled them that were lefte with 
the bzigantyne, and ewe many of them alſo. The reſidue 
that eſcaped, fledde to the bzigantine where they bewapled 
thepz felowes deathe s and counted thepꝛ owne eſcape a vic: 
tote. On the ſhoze not farre from the place where they ſue: 
red this milkoꝛtune, there is a tree, in the toppe wherof 
ſet vp a croſſe, and graued this inſcription in che barke of 
the tree: venus Aldarieci, There is a ryuer named Darien, on the 
banke wherof ſtandeth the chiefe citie of the ſuppoſed conti; 
nent. The gonernour therfoze hauing intelligence hero, fen 
with all ſpeede two ſbippes of warre well furnhed. to the 
ayde of them that were lefte. But they wert wyle to late. pet 
kolowynge the viewe of the crolle, they came to the Hoze and 
redde the letters grauen on the tree, but durſte not attempte 
koꝛtune. Thus wtth: all cthepz hardie ſouldiers departinge 
from henſe with delpapꝛe, they lapled to the nexte Jlande, 
out of the which they caryed awap by violence fyne hundꝛeth 
men and women, | lykewpſe that they myght law 
fully co doo bycauſerhey were Jdolaters and circumciſed, 
But the like chaunce happened vnto them when they landed 
at Fernandins. Fo2 the Barbarians eſpyinge opoztunitie, ſette 
vppon the S paniardes in one of the ſhippes with they owne 
weapons and llewe thepꝛ keepers. The reſidue that eſcaped, 
caſtpuge them ſelues into the ſea, ſwamme to the nerte cara: 
uell, and with theyꝛ felowes aTapled the caranell chat was 
taken krom them. This conflicte was ſo ſharpe, that foz the 
ſpace of foure houres, it was doubtfull whether parte ſhulde 
obtepne the victozie. The Barbarians both men and women 
fought verye fiercely, aſwell to recouer thepꝛ libertie,as allo 
to holde faſte the pꝛape whiche they had gotten, But in fine, 
the Spanpardes had the vpper hande by reaſon they were 
moe experte in handelpnge of thepz weapons andrulyng of 
* thep2 Larauell, The Barbarians beinge thus onercoome, 
lepte into the lea: bac the Spanpardes tooke thepm ageyne 
with the Gippe boates, Abone a hundzeth of the Barbarians 
erplhed, beinge partely dꝛowned and partly apne with the 
003de : And but fewe of the Spaypardes. Thele 5 
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thus pacificd. the reſydue of the Barbarians were catycd to 

the tewne of sarchago and conden ned to laboure in the golde 

mynes- Shoꝛtly alter thep made owte a newe vyage to an o:

Owre men dil⸗ 
ſwaded them from the le ſuperſtitions, declarynge how they 


ſwaded and deſpzed a law whiche they mpght folowe. Owre 
men therfoze declared vnto them that there was onelp one 
god which made heauen & earth, the geuer of al good thyn⸗ 
ges, bepng of one incompꝛehenſpble ſubſtaunce vnder tripli⸗ 
citie of perſon. As ſoone as they harde theſe wooꝛdes, they 
bioke their Zemes, ano pared, ſcraped, and waſhed the paue⸗ 


mentes and waules of their teniples. Owre men gaue them 


a painted picture of the ble{ſcd vyrgine whiche they placed 
ttuerently in their temple, and aboue it a croſſe to be hono⸗ 
red in the remembꝛaunce of god and man and the ſaluation 
of mankpnde, They erected alſo an other great crofſe of wod 
in the toppe of the temple, why Her they oftentpmes rcſozte 


togither to honour the Image of the vyrgine. Thinhabitan⸗ 


tes ſignified by thtnterp2ctours that in the Jland of c 
not far from them, there were ſeue Chꝛiſtians capt ines which 
in tyme paſt were dꝛyuen thither by tempeſte, The Jlande 


of Coxumella, is onelp fpue miles diſtant from luca. The go⸗ 
nernour Corr fs being aduertiſed hcrof, furnyſhed ii. Carauels 


with fyfrie me, wyllyng the incontinent to direct their viage 
thither & to make ſerch foz theſe mE.Thep toke with thẽ ryze 
interpzctours of cox (whoſe liguage agreeth with theirs 
with letters to the Lhziſtians if any mpght be found. He kur: 
ther declared vnto theym howe goofflly a matter they ſhoulde 
bzinge to palle if they coulde bzinge awap any of them. Foz 
ye no wapes doubted but that by theißunt — Inn —

very fat in the ſpace of foure monethes. They reſcruc al the 


were abhominable and deteſted of god, They were ſoone per: They 
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be fully ecrtificd of the commodities of all thoſe tractes,and 
the mancrs of thinhabitauntes. Thus they departed with 
commaundement to retourne within the ſpace of ſpxc dayes, 
But when they had remapned there now. vin. daps. and hard 
no wooꝛde of their Lozumeliane interpꝛeteurs whome they 
Had ſcnt alande with the meſſage andJetters, owre men re: 
turned to Coxumells without them, luſpectpng that thep were 
other llaine 02 detepned. And where as the hole nauyc was 
now determpned to depart from Ccoxumeclls but that they wert 
Hyndcred bp contrary wynde, they ſodcnly eſpied towarde 
the wiſte a Lanoa coommynge from lvcatan andin it, one of 
the Lhuſtian captiues (named Hicronimus N quillams) who had 
lpued ſeuen peares in that lande. With what iope thep em: 
bꝛaled the one the other, the chance map declare. They were 
no leſſc deſpꝛous to heare, then he tot ell of the myſfoztune 
wh'che befcll to hym and his coompanions. And here/it hal 
not bee greatly from my purpoſe b2ecfely to rehearſe how the 
thynge chaunced. In my Decades J haue made mention of a 
ccrtapne noble man named vadiuia, whome the Spanpardes 
whiche inhabited 0ic« in the ſuppoſed coutinent e of the 
goulf of vrabe, ſcut tothe Jland of Hiſpariols to Colonus the gh 
miral and vicerop with the relidue of the Senate and counſef 
there (to whom pertepneth the redzeſſe and oꝛderynge of all 
thinges in theſe newe landes) to ſygnikpe vnto them in what 
extreme neceſſitie and penurie thep lpucd. Unhappp Valduis 
therfoze, takyn ge this matter in hand in an euell houre, was 
with a ſudden and vpolent whitlewinde, dꝛpuen vppon cer: 
tapne quickcſandes in the pꝛolpecte of the Jlande of n.. 
Ipinge on the South ſpde of Hils and Cb. Thele blind 
and twalowyng ſandes, the Spaniardes caule vppers: And 
that by good reaſon, bycauſe in them many ſhyppes are em 
tangled, as the [ycertes are implycatt in the tayles of. the vt; 
pers. While the Carauell thus wzcſteled with the water, it 
was ſo bruſte in ſunder, that valdivis with thirtie of his fe: 
lowes, coulde ſcarſelp wich muche difficultie deſccnde into 
the ſhyppe boate: where, without oers, and without ſaplts, 
thep were caried awape by the vpolence of the water. Foꝛ( as 
we haue laid bekoꝛe in owre Decades)the Leas do runne there 
continually with a vpolent courſe towarde the Well. They 
wandered thus, xiii, dapes not knowyng whether they ＋— 
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1d pet kyndpnge any thyng to eate. Famen conſumed ſeuen 
of them whiche were caſte in the lea to feede the fp.þcs, The 
reſydne lykewiſe in maner conſumed by kamen and faulpnge 
from one calamitie into an other, were dien to l and 
fell into the handes of a cruell kyuge who llewe vad ui the 
gouernour with certapne of his felowes. And when hee had 
fpzit ſacrifyced them to his Zemes, hoztcip after he e ate them 
with his krindes of that conſpiracie, Foz thep cate onelp their 
and ſtraungiers : And doo otherwile abſtepne from 
mannes ficſhe. In this meane tyme, while Hieronimut Aqullraris 
with ſyreof his felowes werereſerued to be ſacrifyced the 
thirde dape, they bzooke their bandes, eſcaped the han: 
des of that cruell tpranne, and fledde to an other kynge bez: 
pnge his enemye, who reccaued them, pet onely as bonde⸗ 
men. It is a ſtraunge thinge to heare of the moother of this 
Aquilleris, Foz as ſoone as ſhe harde that her ſoonne was fau⸗ 
len into the handes of the nations that cate mannes Reſhe, 
ſhee fell madde incontinent: So that when ſo euer after, ſhee 
ſawe any meate roſtyng at the fpcr, oz onelp ready ſpptted to 
lape to the kper, ſhee ceaſed not to,crye out in this maner, O 
me moſte wzetched moother : Behold the members of mp ſon, 
But to returne to owre purpoſe. When Aqvillaris had now re: 
ceancd rhe gouernours letter ſente by the Lozumellane meſ- 
ſengers, hee declared to the kynge his mayſter (whole name 
was Toxmrvs) what was their erraunt thither, and wherfote 
they were ſent : vſpng in the meane tyme many large dilcour: 
ſes in expꝛeſſpnge the great poure and magnikpcence of their 
kynge who had of late arriucd in thoſe coaſtes. Alſo of their 
humanitie and gentilneTe toward tyeir frindes and ſuche as 
lubmytted them ſelues to them, and againe their rygour and 
fiercenclle agepnſt ſuche as ſtoobernlp eyther contemned them 
02 denped their requeſtes. With theſe wooꝛdes he bzoughte 
Tomirue into ſucht feare, that the maiſter was now kapne to 
deſpꝛe his ſeruaunt ſo to handell the matter that they myght 
qupetlp enter into his dominion as his freendes and not as 
his enemies. Aquillris pꝛomiſed in their behalte that thep ſhuld 
not onelp coome in peacc, but alſo to apde hym agepnſt his 
enempes if neede ſhulde lo require. Whervppon hee dilmilled 
Annilaris and with hym thzce of His famulicrs and coompani⸗ 


ons, Thus thep ſapled toge her from Cozumel t Iucatana to 
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the ryuer whiche they had founde bekoꝛe in the fp2ſte vpare 
thir her by the gouernan re of àlaminus the pilot. Thep found 
the mouthe of the rpuer ſtopped with ſande, as wee reade of 
the ryuer of Nils in Egipte when the wyndes (cauled ef) 
blowe in ſummer and cſp2cially in the canicular dapes,Ther: 
fozxe where as thep coulde not enter into the rpuer with the 


' biggefte veſCelles (although it bee otherwiſe apte to receaue 
great ſhyppes) the gouernour cauſed two hundꝛeth men to be 


kette alande with the bzigantpnes and Hyppe boates: wyl: 
lynge Aquillris to offer peace to thinhabitaantes. They de: 
maunded what owre men required. Aquilans anſwered, vyt: 
taples. There was a longe ſpace of ſande by the ſyde ok the 
towne, whither they wplled them to reſozte, pzompſpngy 
to bꝛynge them vyttaples thither the dape folowpnge. Owre 
men wente and thep came accoꝛdpnge to their pꝛomiſſe and 


bꝛought with them eyght of their hennes beynge as bygge 


as peacockes, of bꝛownyche coloure, and not inkeriour to pea: 
cockes in pleaſauntetaſt They bꝛoughe alſo as muche bead 
made of Maxim (which? is a grame not muche vnlpke vnto 
panpke) as wolde ſcarcclp ſerue tenne hungry men: And here 


15 with deſpzed them co depart. But when they / perceaued that 


owre men made no haſt awap, immediately there came a great 
tcoompanpe of armed men towarde theym demaundpng what 
they had to do thus to wander in other mennes landes. Owr 
men made anl wert by Aquil.cris, that they deſpꝛed pcate, vyt: 
taples, and golde foꝛ crchaunge of other thinges: Thep an: 
ſwered agepne, that they wolde nother peace noz warre with 
them. But th:teatned them to auopde the lande ercepte they 
woolde bee diſtroped cuery manne. Owre men ſayde that 
they woulde not departe withowre ſuckpciente vpttaples 

to mayntapne their ſoutdpers. 
They appoynted the dap folowpnge to bꝛynge then moꝛe vy⸗ 
eaples : but they bꝛooke pꝛomeſſe. pet perceauing the {c:ond 
day that owre men were encamped on the lande and had re: 
poſed there that nyght. they bꝛought them as much moꝛe vy 
taples, and cammaunded them in the name of theyꝛ kynge to 
departe. Owre men ſapde that they were deſpꝛous to ſee the 
towne, and to haue pet moze ſto2e of vptaples. The Barba: 
rians denyed thepz requeſt, and therewith departed whilpt⸗ 
rynge and mutterpnge a:uonge them ſelues. In the _ 
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e owre men were ftpll ſo oppzeZed with hunger that they 
were enfoꝛced to leeke foz meare- The gouernoure therefoze 
ſent his vnder capitapnes to lande with a hundzech and iy; 
tie men. As thep went diſpcried in dytrers companpes about à conflicee. 
the vyllages of the countrep, the Barbarians met with one 
of theyꝛ bandes, and put them to great diſtreiTe. But when 
theyꝛ felowes beinge not karre krom them, harde the noyic of 
theyꝛ alarome, they came with all pollible haſte to they reſ- 
cue. The gouernour on the other ſpde, placinge his oꝛdinance 
in the bzygantines and chippe boates, appꝛoched to the 
ſboze with the relidue of his ſouldiers; The Barbarians 
lpkewiſc, beinge redy furnyſhed to the battaple, came run: 
nynge to the lea ſyde to diſturbe theym that they ſhulde not 
coome alande: And with thepꝛ arrowes, wonnded manpe a 
farre of vnpꝛepared. The gouernoure diſcharged about. xx. 
pieces of oꝛdinaunce ageynſie them: With the laughter and The Barbae 
terrible thunder wherof,+ with the flame of fper and ſmcl of to fiyght e put 


dumſtone, thep were ſo aſtoniſhed and put to ſuch feare, that 
- they fied and diſparcled lpke wylde beaſtes: whom owre men 


perſuinge, entered into the towne which thinhabitantes foz⸗ 

ſooke in maner fo? feare of theyz owne men whom thep ſawe 

ſo diſmapde. On the banke of this ryuer there is a totone of | 

ſuch poꝛtentous byggenes as J dare not ſpeake. But Alanj- The great 
un the pplot, layth that it conteyneth in cirtuite fyne hun⸗ 4 Poo 
dꝛeth mples,and that it conſiũeth of. xx v. chouſande houſes. wc hun, N 
Hume make it ſumwhat leſſe : But they all agree that it is à tewne ok 
erceadynge great and notable. The houſes are diuided with ry. thou: dd 
gardcns, and are buylded of lyme and lone verye artificiallp doufcs. 
and of cunnpnge woozkemanſhippe. To theyz haules, cham: 

bers, parlers, oꝛ other places of habitation. they aſcende by 


tenne oꝛ twelue ſteares: And haue certepne ſpaces betwene 


tuery houſe : ſo that it is not lawtul foꝛ any to lade hs neigh 
bours waules with rafters o2 beames. Thepꝛ houſes are ſepe 
rate one from an other by the ſpace of three houſes: 4nd are 
foz the mote parte coueted with recde and thetche: And ma: 
ny alſo with Qate oz other clone. The bart arians them ſelues 
confeſſed that they were that dap foꝛtie thoulande men at the Funnes and 
bactaple, which were ranguttted of a kewe by reaſon of the Nees. 
newe and rnknowen kynde of feyght with gunnes and ho: 
les. Fox the goncrnour had vnharted, rvi, hozſes which were 
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alſo at the battaple, and ſo fiercely aTayled the Barbariang 

on the backchalfe, that thep bzake thepꝛ arrap and ſcattered 

them as it had byn flockes of chetpe, onerthzowing, woun: 

The man 7 dynge, and kyllynge them on euerp ſyde. Whiche thpnge the 
thought to leely wietches ſo impute d to a miracle, that they had not the 
be one beaſt, poure to accupie thep2 wepons. Foz wheras bekoze they had 
neuer ſcene any hoꝛſes, they thought that the man on hozſe: 

backe and the hozſe, had byn all one beaſte, as the antiqui: 

tie dyd fable of the monſter cent. O bur men poiſeTed the 

Centaurus, towne. xxu. dapes where they made good chere vnder couert, 
whyle the owners of the houſes lap vnder the firmament and 

durſt not aTayle owre men who had placed them ſelues in the 

 fkrongeſt parte of the rowne, where ſume kepte continnall 

watche (leaſt the Barbarians (hulde ſoodenlp inuade theim) 

whyle other gaue them ſclucs to reſte and ſleepe. Thinhabi: 

tantes caule this towne por neben: But owre men fo2 the vic 

tozie which they obtepned here, named it victoria, It is a mar 

uclous thpnge to conſider the greatenes, magnificence and 

finenes of the buyldinge of certcyne palaices they haue in the 

Galaices of Countrep to the which they relozre ſumtymes fo2 they? ſolace 
maruelous and paſtpme., Theſe are curiouſly buplded with many plea: 
bygnes and ſaunt diuiſes, as galeries, ſolars, turrettes, poꝛtals, gutters 
wel urlded. with chambers booꝛded after the maner of owre waynlcotte 
and well flowzed. Foure of owr Spanpardes went into one 

of them of ſuch greatnes, that they wandered in the ſame foz 

the ſpace of foure houres befoze they coulde fpnde the waye 

owt. At the length by thinterpꝛetours and certepne captiues 

owre nien lent koꝛ the kynge and ſuche rulers as were nexte 

vnder hym in autozitic, wpllpng them to ſubmpt them ſelues 

and to coome into the towne vnarmed. Bpuinge the mellen: 

gers kurther in commaundement to certifie them that in their 

Co doinge, they wolde commen with them as co e con 

ditions of peace, and reſtoze them theyz towne, Thep came 

gladly, and entered euerp man into his owne houſe 
condition that they ſhulde euer thereafter abſteyne from ſuch 
cerimonies and hozrible ſacrifices of mans ſleſhe to deuils the 

ey receuc moztal enemies to mankynd, whoſe Images they honoured. 
govvre religiõ. And to directe the epes of thepꝛ mpndes to Chꝛiſte owre god 
the maker of hcauen and earth, who was bozne into this 

wozld of a virgin, and ſaffcred death on the crolle — 
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demption of mankpnde. And fynally to pzofecſſe them ſelues 


ſubitctes to the great Lh2iftian kynge of Spayne. They pzo: 


myſed both, and were inſtructed as farre as the ſhoztenes of 
tyme wol de permitte. Beinge thus reſtozed, they recompen: 
ſed owre men with many rewardes: Suppoſpnge ſuche men 
to be ſcnt from heauen, which being ſo fewe in number, durſt 
attempte battaple agepnſt ſo great a multitude, Thep gaue 
owre men alſocertepne golde and twentie laues. Departing 


therefoze from henſe, and coaſtpnge ftpll alonge by the ſame. 


ſhoe, they came agepne to the goulfe whiche Alaminus the py: 
lot founde befoze vnder criſalua. This thep name d Bin Sancti 
Jobannis, that is, Sapnt Johns goulfe ; Foz Bian in the Spaz 
nyche tonge lignifieth a goulfe, Here thinhabitantes reſoz- 
ted to them peaceablp. Aboutc a myle frome the ſhoze, was a 
towne of a thouſande and fpue hundzeth houics ſituate vp- 
pon a hyll. They pꝛotered owre men halfe the towne if they 
wolde dwel with them foz euer. This perhaps they dpd the 
rather epther fearpnge theremr le of thinhabitantes of roran 
chana, the fame wherof myght haue coome to thepꝛ cares, oz 
els hoppnge that vnder the ſbadowe of ſuche valiant menne, 
they myght obteyne ayde and ſuccour ageynſt theyz enemies 
and boꝛtherers. Foz (as J haue ſapde befoze) they dyſtrope 
one an other with continnall warre foz the deſpꝛe to inlarge 
theyꝛ domintons. Owwre men retuſed perpet uali habitacion, 
and accepted theyꝛ frendelp p2ofer foꝛ a ryme.. As thep came 
alande, the people folowed them on cuery ſpde with bouwes 
in they handes which they helde oucr owre mens heades to 
dekende them from the rapne as though they had walked in a 
continual arbour.. Here they encampcd. And leaſt the reſidue 
leftc in the ippes, ſhulde in the meane tpmec ware llothefull 
with Idlenes, the goucrnour gaue commanndement to Rm 
nu the pplot and Francis Montegius to ſearch the weſt par 
tes of that lande,whplc he relicued the wericd ſouldicrs and 
healed ſuche as were wounded. To them that went fozward 
n this vyage; he aligned two bzigantines with fiftie men. 
Unto this goulfe,the courſe of the water was gentyl enough 
and moderat e. But when they had iaylcd a lyttle fur: her to 
warde the Wefte, they founde the ſea runnynge with lo ſwite 
à courſe as if it were a great ryuer 'faulpnge (com the tops of

Dere they 
determined to ſende meſſengiers to owre newe Emperour 
to knowe his pleaſure that they myght in this pꝛouince plant 
a newe colonie oz habitation.

When they be coulde and 
harde, thep rubbe them ouer with a certepne playſter, It is 
to bee thoughte that they beate the playſter into fine floure, 
and ſo temperpnge it with ſum byndpnge moiſter; to make 
a cruſte therwith vppon the lcaunes-, wheron thep wzpyte 
with anp (harpe inſtrument, and blotte the Came againe with 
a ſpunge oz ſum ſuche other thynge, as marchaunt men and 
noble mens ſtewardes. are accuſtomed to do with their way: 
tpnge tables made of the woodde of fpgge trees. The leaues 
of their bokes are not ſect in oꝛder after the maner of owres, 
but are extended many cubettes in length. The matters whi⸗ 
che they wꝛite, are contepned in ſquare tables: Not looſe, 
but ſo bounde togither with the toughe and flexible cley cau⸗ 
led Bitumen, that thep ſetme lpxe woodden tables whiche had 
byn vnder the handes of cunnpng bokebpnders. Which way 
ſo euer the booke lpeth open, there arc two leaues ſcene and 
two ſydes mitten, with as many lyinge r vnder them ex⸗ 
cepte the booke be vnfoulded in length. Foz vnder one lealt 
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there are manp leaues topned togyther. The foꝛmes of their 
letters are nothynge lyke vnto owres, But are muche moze 
crooked and entangeled, lpke vnto fyſhehookes, knottes, 
ſnares, ſtarres, diſe, fples, and ſuche other muche lpke vnto 
Egiptianletters, and wzitten in lynes lyke / vnto owres.

mapntapne the wooꝛkes of nature in the memo 
nes of men, are byſtozies and bookes compo:

which haue byn wzptten by wyttie and _ 
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men well trauapled in the woꝛlde, as fapthfull wptneſſes of 
ſuche thynges as they haue partelp ſeene and byn part elp in: 
fozmed by credible perſons. Of this mpnde and opinion was 
pinie, who better then any other autoure hathe wꝛptten in 
rx vii. bookes al that pertepneth to the naturall hiſtozie, con 
tepned al in one volume dedicated to Ucſpaſtan Themperour; 
wherein, as a piudente hiſtoztographer, he declareth ſuche 
thpnges as he had harde: Attributynge the ſcconde autozitie 
to ſuche as he had redde in autoures that wꝛote befozchpm : 
Ind chyzdelp iopned to the Came hyſtozie,ſuch thynges as he 
hym ſelfe had ſcene as moſte _— teſtimonie. Whoſe exem 
ple N folowpnge, wyl in this my bzeefe ſummarie reduce and 
repeſent to powr-mateſties memoꝛie ſuch thynges as J haue 
ſeene in powre Emppꝛe of the Weſt Indies alwell in the J: 
landes as in the firme lande of the Ocean ſea, where I) haue 
ſerued nowe moze then twelue peares in the place of ſuruop: 
er ot the golde mynes by the commanndemente of the Cat ho: 
kynge don Fernando the fyfte of that name and graundfa: 
vnto-powre maieſtie, to whom god gaue great fame and 
glozie. Senſe whole death alſo I haue lyewiel ſerned and 
truſt whyle the reſt of mp lpfe pet remapneth, to ſerue powre 
maieſtie as ſhall pleaſe-powe to commaunde.

which thinges and ſuch other lyne, J haue moꝛe largely wꝛit 


ten in a hyſtozie begunne as ſonc as my age was rype to take 
luche matters in hande. wherein kurthermoze J haue made 
mention of fuche thynges as haue chaunced in Spaine, from 
the ptare. 1 4 94. vnto this tyme. Addynge allo thereunto 
luche thynges wooꝛthy memoꝛie as J haue obferued in other 
realmes and pzduinces where N haue trauapied. And haue 
likewiſc particulerlp wꝛytten the lyues and wooꝛtchy actes of 
the catholpke Pꝛinces of famous memozie Dox ferdia ade and 
lady Elizabeth his wyfe to they? lall dapes. After whole fru 
ition of heanenly Paradyle, 'J baue noted ſuche thynges as 
haue chaunced in powre moſt koꝛtunate ſucceſſion, Not-omit 
tynge particularly to wipte alarge booke of ſuch thynges as 


haue ſeemed moſte wooꝛt hy to bee noted as touchynge powre 


maicſties Indies. But foi almuche as that volume remainerh 
in the citie of san. Dominico in the Mande of Hiſpeniols where 
dwell and am placed in houſholde with wyfe , -chpldien, 


and famelie, I haue bzought no moze with me ot that my wii 
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tynge then J beart in memozie. Deternpuynge notwithſtan; 
dynge foz powre matcfties recreation to make a becfe rehtat 
fail of certepne notable thynges wherof J haue mort largely 
entreated in my ſayde general hiſtoꝛie, and ſuch as may ſecme 
moſte woolt hy to bee redde of yowre maieſtie. Of the which, 
although a great parte haue byu wzytten by other who haut

And to ſaye the trewth, this ſhall doubtleſſe bet Lo commodi: 
ous and pꝛokptable vnto the Hole realme of Spapne, that 
AN reputc hym no good Caſtilian oz Spanyarde that doothe 
not recogniſe the ſame. And (as J haue ſapde befoze) fozal: 
much as in mp ſayde generall hiſtozie haue moge largely in 
treated of theſe thynges, J intend at this pzeſent only bucfe 
ty to rehearſe certepne cſpeciall thynges, the whiche ſuerly 
are verye fewe in reſpecte of the thouſandes that myght ber 
ſayde in this behalfe. Fyzft therfoze I wyl ſpeake ſumwhat 
of the nauigation into theſe parties. Then ok the generati⸗ 
on of the nations whiche are founde in the ſame, with t heir

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tptes, cuſtomes, and cerimonies. Alſo of beaftes,' foules;

de nauypgation whiche is commonly made 
kttom Spapne to the welle India, is from 
E Siuilc, w powre maieſtie haue powre 
houſe of contractation foz thoſe partes, with 
" |} alſo powre offycers ther vnto pertepnpnge, 
ot whom thc capitaines take their palſepozte 
and lycence. The patronts of ſuche ſhyppes 
as ate appoynted to theſe vyages, imbarke theym ſelues at 
ſen Luca di Rarameda, Where the rpuer Cuadalchiber entereth into 
the Ocean ſta. And from henſt they folowe their courſe to: 
ward the Jlandes of Canatie. Of theſe ſeuen landes, thep 
commonly touche t wo, that is, cpthet o 02 Gomera, 
And here the {pppes are kurnpſſhe d with treſhe wattr, fucll, 
checſe, bicfe, ond ſucht other thynges whiche may teeme re⸗ 
quiſytc to be added to uche as they bzynge with them owte 
of Spayne, From Spayne to thele Mandes, W 
. ey 
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eyght dapes ſaplinge, oꝛ lyttle more oꝛ leſſe. And when they 
arc artpued there, they haue ſapled two hundereth and fyftie 
leaques, whiche make a thouſande mples, accomptyng foure 
myles tv a leaque as is their maner to recken by ſea. Depar; 
tynge from the ſayde Jlandes to folowe their courſe, the ſhip⸗ 
pes tarp. xx v. dapes, oz a lyttle more oz leſſe., befoꝛe they ſee 
the fyꝛſte lande of the Jlandes that lpe befoze that whicht 
they caule Ls Spegnuols 03 Hiſpaniols, And the lande that is com: 
monly fpꝛſte ſcene, is one of theſe Jlandes whiche they caule

derats) Matanino, Dominica, Ouadalupe, San. Chriſtousl, 02 ſumme other of 
the Jlandes wherof thert are a great multitude lpinge aboute 
theſe afoꝛeſaide. pet it ſumtymes ſo chaunceth that the Gip:

Furt hermoze in theie Indies, aſwell in the fyʒme lande as 
in the landes, there is founde a kpnde of ſerpentts, which 
Sercentes thep caule v. v. , which ſumme caule 1, Theſe are 
cauled Juan- terrible andfcarefull to ſpght, and pet not hurtefuli. 
wi. are very delicate to bee eaten, and it is not pet knowen whe: 
ther they be bealles of the lande oz fyſhes, bpcauſe they lyut 
in the water, and wander in the woddes and on the laude. 
Thep haut foure fette, and ate commonlp bigger then connies 
and in umme places bygget then otters, with tayles lyne li⸗ 
ſartes 03 eutes. Their ſkpnnc is ſported, and of the ſame 
kynd of ſmothneſte oꝛ barencſte, although of dpners colours, 
Upon the ridge of thetr dackts, they haue manp long pꝛickes. 
Thepꝛ teethe are very charpe, and eſpetially thepꝛ fanges 0j 
dogge teeth. Their thzotes ate longe and large, reachpnge' 
from their bear des to their bzcaſtes', ot the lpke ſkynne to 
the relpdewe of their bodpes. Thep are dumme, and haue 
no boyce oz make any nopſe oz crye althongh thep bee kepte 
tyde to the foote of a cheſte oz anp other thpnge foz the ſpace 
of. rx. 02. xx b. dapes withowt an chyng to eate 02 dipnkht, 
exccpte they gyue them nowe and then a ſpitle of the __ 
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of ca oz ſum ne ſuch other thyng. They hau fonre feere, 

and their foze kette as longe as a mans kpnger with clawes 

at lawes of a byꝛde, hut weaker, and ſuche as can not 
(ple, a take holde of any thpnge. They ate muche better 


te deſpae to eate of them, by reaſon of their hozrible 
bone bumne s as haue accuſtomed to ry — of TY 
regpons, whiche are moze hozrible and fearefull, as this is 


not e apparence. Their fleſhe is of much better tal 


then the fleſhe ol cormpes and mote holſome, Foz it hurteth 


bat if they haue onely bpn touched of that inkpzmitie, al: 
- — 2 — — hole of longe tyme, neuertheleTe thep 
feele and complapne of the ceatpnge of theſe 1uawne, as 
hath byn often tymes pꝛoued by experience. 
-. There are kounde in the fpzmc lande certepne byꝛdes ſo lpe- 
tle-that the hole bodp of one of. theym is no bygger then the 
toppe of the byggelt fpnger of a mans hande: and pet is the 
hace body ing owt the fethers not paſte halfe ſo bygge.

+ korrig ro that is, the Antc beare. This beau in heare and 
coloure, is much lyke to the beate of Spapne, and in maner 
of the ſame makynge laue that he hath a much longer ſnowe 
and is of cupll ſ[pght. They art otten tymes taken only with 
fanes without any other weapon, and are not hurtful. They 
are alſo taken with dogges bycault they are not naturally ar- 
med althowgh they byte ſuniwhar. They are founde foz the 
moſte parte about and neare to the hyllockes where art grtat 
abundaunce of antes. Foz in theſe regions is engendered a Antes. 
certepne kynde of antes very lyttle and blacke, in the fpeldes 
and plapnes where as growe no trees, where bp thinſliner of 
nature theſe antcs ſeparate them ſclues to engender far from 
the wooddes foz feare of theſe beates: The whiche bycauſe 
they are fearefull, vple, and vnarmed (as J haue ſapde) t 
keepe cuer in places full of trees vntpll verp famen and netel⸗ 
ſitie,0z the great deſire that they haue to fiede of theſe antes, 
cauſe them to coomme owt of the wooddes to hunte foz them, 
Theſe antes make aHhyllocke of carth to the heyght of a man, 
03 ſumwhat moze ot leſſe, and as bygge as a grtat che, and 
ſumtymes as bygge as a butte oz a hogges head, and as hard 
as a tone: So that thep ſceme as thoughe they were ones 
ſet vp to lymptre thendes and confines of certepne landes. 
Within theſe Hpllockes made of moſt harde earch, ate innu⸗ 
merable and infinite lyttle antes,the which map ber gathertd 
by buſſhclles when the hpllocke is broken. The which when 
it is ſumtymes moplicd bp rapne and then dzpcd agepne * 
the heate of the ſoonne, it bzeaketh and hath cerreynt 
ryftes as lptrle and ſubtyle as the edge of a knpfe. And it ſe: 
meth that nature hath lcnſc to theſe Antes to fynde 
ſuch a matter of earth w ith hep map make the ſapde hil 
lockt of ſuche hardenes that it map [cemc a ſtronge pauement 
made of lpme and tone. And wheras J haue pꝛoued and can 
led ſum of them to bee bzoken, I haue founde theim of ſuche 
hardenes as if J had not ſcene J coulde not haue belcaued? 
In lo muche that they coulde ſcarſelp bet bzoken with pykes 
of Iren: So ironge koztreſſes doo theſe lpttle braſtes make 
fo ſauegarde agepnſt theyz aduerſarie the beare, who 
ls chiekelp nuryhed by them, and gpuen them as an cnemic, 
Ccozdynge to the common pzouerbe which ſapth, Non e lone 
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perſon ft libera, a chim inchi il ſuo Rargello: That is, there is no mi ſo fr; 
that hath not his perlecutout oꝛ pꝛynie enemie. And here whẽ 
I conſpder the maruelous pꝛouidence which nature hath gy: 
© uentotheſelyttle boddies, J caule to remembꝛaunce the wit 
tie ſentence of Plinie, where ſpcakyng of ſuch lyttle beaftes, 
he ſapth thus. Why doo we marnaple at the towzebearynge 
conlders of Elephantes, and not rather where nature hathe 
placed ſo many ſences and ſuche induſtry in ſuche lyttle boy: 
dies ? where is hearynge, ſmellynge, ſeeinge, and feelpnge, 
pe, where are the vapnes & arteries (without which no beaſe 
can lyue oꝛ moue) in theſe ſo lyttle boddies whereof ſume are 
ſo ſmaule that thepz hole boddies can ſcarſely be ſenc ot owr 
eyes, what ſhall we then ſaye of the partes of the ſame ? pet 
cuen amonge theſe are there many of ſuch ſagacitic and indy 
ſtrye as the lyke is not ſcene in beaſtes of greater quantitie, 
no noz pet in man. c. But ro returne to the hyſtozie. This 
enemit which nature hath gyuen co theſe lpttle beaſtes, vſerhi 
this maner to allaple them. When he reloztethe to the hyl; 
locke where the antes lye hid as in theyꝛ foꝛtrelle, he putteth 
his toonge to one of the ryftes wherof we haue ſpoken being 
as ſubtyle as the edge of a ſwoo2 de, and there with continu: 
all lyckpnge, maketh the place moyſt, the kome and froth. of 
his mouth beinge of ſuch pꝛopertie that by continual lycking 
the place, it enlargeth the ryfte in ſuch loꝛt by lpttle and lyt 
tle, that at the length he caſely putteth in his toonge whiche 
he hath very longe and thynne, and much diſp2opottionate 
to his bodye. And when he hath thus made free pa Lage fo 
his toonge into the hyllocke to put it eaſelp in and owt at his, 
pleaſure, then he thzuſteth it into the hole as farre as he can 
reache, and ſo letteth it reſte a good ſpace vntyl a great quan 
titie of the antes (whoſe nature reiopſeth in heate and mop⸗ 
fter) haue laden his tonge and as many as he canconteyne in 
the holownelle therof : at which tyme he ſCuddepnlp dꝛaweth 
it into his mouth and eatcth them, and returneth ageyne to 
the ſame pzactiſe imme diatlip vntpl he haue eaten as manpe as: 
hym lyſtet h, oꝛ as longe as he can reache any with his tonge., 
The ſleſſhe of this beaſte, is fplthy and vnlauerp. But by tea 
ſon of thertreme ſhyftes and neceſCitie that the Chꝛiſtian men 
were put to at thepꝛ fpꝛſt commpnge into theſe partes, they 
were infozced to pzoue al thynges and ſo kel to ay * g 


theſe beaftes. But when they had founde moꝛt defpcate.mca- 
tes, they fell into hatred with this. Theſe antes haue thap⸗ 
peraunce of the place of thepz cutetaunce into the hyllocke, 
bnder the grounde. And this at ſo lyttle a hole that it could 
dely be founde pf certepne of them were not ſeenc to paſſe 
itt and owt. But by this wap the beares conlde haue no ſuch 
zoure to hurte them as aboue at che ſayde ryſtcs as J haut 
apde, There is an other ſtrange beaſte whiche by a name of 
contrary effecte, the Spanyardcs caule Cgnuols leggiero, that 
is the lyght dogge, wheras it is one of the lloweſte beaſtes in 
the wozlde, and ſo heaup and dull in mouynge that it canne 
ſcarſely go fpftie paſes in a hole day. heſe beaſtes are in the 
firme lande, and are verp lxaunge to beholde foz the dil pꝛo⸗ 
poztion that they haue to all other beaſtes. Thep ate abomte 
two ſpannes in length when they are gtowne co thepz full 
dyggenelTe. But when they are very pounge, they are ſumc⸗ 
what moze groſle then longe. They hane koure ſubtple fiete, 
and in euerp of them foure clawes lpke vnto byꝛdes, and iop⸗ 
ned togyt her. pet are nother they clawes oz thepz fiete able 
to ſuſteyne thep2 bodyes fromthe grounde. By realon wher⸗ 
of and by the heauynelle of thepz boddies, they dzawe they 
bellyes on the grounde. They2 neckes are hygh and ſtrepghe 
and all cquall lyke the pcſile of a-mozter, which is altogpther 
equall euen vnto the roppe withowt makynge any pzopozti: 
on oz ſimilitude of a headde, oꝛ any dyfference excepte in the 
noddle. And in the toppes of thepy neckes, they haue verpe 
rounde faces much lyke vnto owles: And haue a marke of 
thepz owne heare after the maner of a cyꝛele whiche makethe 
they} faces ſeeme ſumwhat moze longe then large, They haue 
+ \maule cycs and rounde: And nolirplles lpke ynto munkeps. 
Thep haue lyttle mouthes, and moue thepz neckes frome one 
ſpde to an other as thoughe they were aſtonpllhed. Thepz 
chiefe deſpze and delpte is to cleaue and ſtycke faſle vnto trees 
oz ſume other thynge where hip map clyme alofte. And 
therkoze foz the moſte parte, theſe bcaſtes are lounde vppon 
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trees whervnto cleaupnge faſt, they mounte vp by lyttle and 


lyttle, ſtepinge them [clues by thepz longe clawes. The co⸗ 
loure of thepz heare, is betwene rullet and whyte, and of the 
pzoper toloure of the heare of a weſell. They haue no taples, 
and they vopce is much dyfferynge frome other beaſtes : foz 
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they ſpnge onelp in the nyght : And that continually frome 
tyme to tpme ſpngpnge cucr ſpxt notes one Hygher then ano: 
ther, ſo faulpnge with the ſame that che fy2ſe note is the 
byghc>t and the other in a baſer tcwne as pf a man ſhuld ſay 
Ls, ſol, fa, mi, re, t.. So this bcaſt ſapth, He, ba, ha, ha, ba be, 
doubteleiſe, it ſeemeth vnto me, that as J haue ſapdein the 
chapiter of the bcaſte cauled Bd, that thoſe beaſtes 
bee thoziginall and document to tmbarbe hozſcs, euen ſo the 
fy2Nte inucnture of muſpcke myght ſceme by the tearynge of 
is beaſt to haue the fyzft pzinciples of that ſcyence rather 
then by any other thyngt in the wozlde. But nowe to returne 
to the hyſtozie : J ſap that in aſtozre ſpace after this beate 
hath ſoonge and hath pauſed a whple, ſbe returncth ageyne 
to the ſelfe ſame ſonge, and doth this onlp in the nyght and 
not in the dap. By rcaſon wherof and alſo bpcaaſe of her :: 
il ſpght, I thynke her to bet a nyght beaſte and the frende 
of darkenelle. Sumtpmes the Lhyiſtan menne fpnde theſe 
beaſtes and bzpnge thepm home to rhcpx howſes, where allo 
they creepe all abowte with thepꝛ naturall laweneſe, in ſo 
much that not her koz thzeatenynge oz pzpckpnge they wyll 
moue any faſter then theyz natural and accuſtomed pale, Ind 
pf they fpnde anp trees, they creepe thyther immediatly, and 
mounte to the roppe of the hygheſt bꝛaunche thereof, where 
they remapne continually fox the ſpace of eyght, oz tenne, oʒ 
twentie dayes without eatpnge of any thinge as farre as any 
man can indge, And wheras I mp ſelfe haue kepte theym in 
my houſe, I coulde ncuer perctaut other but chat the lyue 
onelp of aptr. And of the ſame opinion are in maner all men 
of thoſe regions, bycauſe they haue neuer ſcenc them cate any 
thpnge, dur euer turne thepꝛ heades and mouthes cowarde 
that parte where the wynde bioweth moſt : whereby map bee 
conſpdercd that thep take moſte pleaſure in the aper. They 
byte not, noz pet can byte, hauyng very lyttte mouthes. They 
are not venemous oz nopous any way:but altogpther bzutiſhe 
and vtterip vnpzofptable and without commoditie pet know: 
en to men, ſaupnge anelp to mone theyz myndes to contem⸗ 
plate thintinite poure of god, who delptetij in the varietie of 
cceatures, wherbp appeareth the poure of his incompꝛehen⸗ 
ſible wiſedome and maicſtic to farre to excede the capacitic of 
mans vnderftandynge, n 
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In theſe regions there are likewiſe found cettepne foules 
01 byzdes which the Indians caule Alearax, Theſe ate much 
dyggecr then geeſe. The greateſt parte of theyꝛ fcthers arc of 
ruſſet colourt᷑, and in \ume partes pelowe, They dplles oz 
deakts are of two ſpannes in length and verpe large neare to

1521, Andfozaſmach as in that coaſte of Pawn, there paC: 
ſeth and fiyeth a greate multitude of theſe Alcurrazi binge a 
thynge very notable, J wpll declare the maner Hercof as not 
vncly J) but alſo dyuers other nowe pzeſente in powre maz 
feſties courte haue ofren tymes ſecne, powre matecſtie ſhall 
therfoze vnderſtande that in this place (as J haue ſapde be: 
foze) the ſea of sur rpſcth and fauleth two leagues and moze 
from ſpxe hourts to ſyxe houres: ſo that when it increaſeth, 
the water of the ſca arrpueth ſo neare to the hauſcs of pan 
as dothowre ſea (cauled Mare Nedinrancum) in Barzalona oz in 
Haples. And when the ſayd increalpng of the ſea commeth, 
there commeth alſo therwith ſuch a multitude of the tmaule 
fyſſhes cauled ſardynes, that it is ſo marueplous a thynge to 
beholde, that no man wolde belcue it that hath not ſcene it. 
In ſo much that the Cue, (that is) the kynge of that land 
at ſuch tyme as J dwelt there, was bounde dayly as he was 
tommaunded by powre maicſtics gonernonr, to dhzpnge oꝛdp⸗ 
naryly th2ce canoas oꝛ barkes full of the ſapde ſardynes and 
to vnlade the ſame in the markctte place, whiche were after: 
warde by che ruler of the citie diupded amonge the Chziſtian 
men without any coſte oz charge to any of them. Jn ſv much 
that yk the people had bin a much greater mult itude then cthep 
were, and as many as are at this pzeſente itt Toledo a ones 
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and had none other thynge to lyue by, they myght haut byy 
afficiently ſuſtepned by theſe lardpnes, byſpde thouerplys 
which ſtulde hane remayned. But to rergene to the foulcs 


wherof we haue ſpoken, As the fta commeth, and the lat: 
dynes with the ſame, euen lo lykewpſe coome the ſapde aa: 
traxzi therwith: and fiye continually ouer it in ſuche a nulty: 
tude, that they appeare to couer thupper parte oz flonre of 
the water. And thus continue in mountynge and kaulpnge 
from the aper to the water, and from the water to the ayer dy 
rvnge all the tyme of theyꝛ fyThynge, And as ſoone' as th 
haue taken any of theſc ſardynes, theyflye aboue the wat 
and cate them incontinently, and ſuddepnly returne ageyne 
to the water foz moze, continuing thus courſc by courſe with 
owt ceaſpnge. In lyke maner when the ſea fauleth, they fo 
lowe there fyChpnge as J haue ſapde, There gaethe alſo in 
the cqmpany of theſe foules, an other kynde of foules cauled 
Codsinforcats, (that is) the fozked taple, whereof J haue made 
mention befoze. And as ſoone as the Alcatraz mounteth from 
the water with her pꝛap of the ſardynes, ſuddepnly this cod, 
inforcuta gpucth her lo many ſtrokes, and ſo perſecuteth 
that ſhce cauſcth her to let faule the ſardpnes which thee 
in her month, The which as ſoone as they are faulne, and be 
foe they pet touch the water, the Cods inſorcata cũtcheth them 
euen in the faule, in ſuche ſoꝛte that it is a great pleaſure to 
bcholde the combatte betwene them all the dape longe. The 
number of theſe Alca/ raxxi is ſuch, that the Chpſtian menne 
are accuſtomed to ſend to certepne Jlandes and rockes which 
are ncarc abowte puma, with thepz boates oz barkes to take 
theſe Alcatraxxi whplc they are pet pounge and can not flye:

There 
are no bp1des founde that pꝛouyde bett er fox the ſafegarde of 
theyꝛ pounge in the tyme of thepꝛ bꝛeedynge to bee withowte 
daunger of wylde cattes that they enter not into they? neſtes 
to deſtrope they2 egges oꝛ pounge, And this alwell by the 
firaunge maner of bupldyng thep2 neſtes, as alſo by they; 
one defence. And therfoze when they perceaue that the cat: 
tes appꝛoche towarde them, they enter into theyꝛ neſtes: and 
holdpnge thepz beakes towarde thenteraunce of the kame, 
lande at thepꝛ defence, and ſo vere the cattes that they cauſe 
them to leaue thep2 enterpꝛyſe. 1 | 
There are alſq other byzdes dz ſparowes, whiche the

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Lhziſtians by contrary ctkect caule Mat, that is fooles. Wher 
as neuerthelelTe there is no byꝛde that ſheweth moze wyt and 
cratte in defendynge her younge from percll. Theſe byzdeg 
are 1yttle and in maner blackc, and ſumewhat bygger then 
owre thzulThes. They haue cer:cpne whpte fethers in they; 
neckes, and the lpke ſagacitie oz ſharpenes of ſcn'c as haue 
the bp2des oꝛ pyes cauled o . They ſcldome tymes | 
vppon the earthy. They make thepꝛ nelles in trees ſeparatch 
from other, bytauſe the wylde cattes (cauled Non) are ac 
cuſtomed to leape frome tree to tree, not deſcendpnge to the 
grounde foꝛ fcare of other beaſtes, excepte when t hey are en 
fozced by thpzſte to coomme downe to dꝛynke at ſuche 
as thep are (ure not to bee molcſted. And koꝛ this cauſe doo 
not theſe byꝛdes make theyꝛ neues but in trees farre diupded 
from other. They make them of a cubette in length oz moze, 
after the maner of bagges oz lyttle ſackes, large at the bot: 
tome, and growypnge narower and narower towarde thy 
month whereby thep are faſtencd ; haupnge the hole whereae 
they enter into che lacke, of ſuch byggencs as may onely ſuf 
fice to receaue them. And to thende that the cattes mapt not 
deuoure thepz pounge pt they chaunce to mounte bppon the 
trees where they haue theyz neſtes, they vle an other crafte, 
which is. to make thepꝛ neſtes in thycke bzaunches of trees, 
and to defende the ſame with ſharpe and ſtronge thoznes im; 
ate and ſet in ſuch oꝛder that no man is able to make the 
So that the cattes can by no meanes put they} legges

into the Hole of che neſte to take owte the 2 byꝛdes, al⸗ 


des, al: 
well foz the ſbarpenes of the thoznes as alſo foz the depth of 
the neues, in the bottome wherof. the pounge birdes reſt with 
owt daunger of thepꝛ enemie. Foz ſum of thepz neſtes bepnge 
thtce oz foure ſpannes in lengthe, the legge of the catte can 
not reache to the bottome therot. hep vle alſo an other pol 
licie : which is, to make manp of thcpz neſtes in one tree The 
which they doo foz one of theſe two cauſes : that is, that ep: 
ther of they owne naturall diſpoſition chey are accuſtomed 
to go in great multitudes, & retople in the company of they} 
owne generation as do the byꝛdes which we caule farts, o: 
Ales to thintent that pf it ſhoulde ſo chaunce that the cattes 
thulde clyme the trees where they make they neſtes, they 


wight bee a greater company to reſyſte and moleſt * 
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at whoſe appzoch they make a fcareful and terrible cry, wher 
bp the cattes are put to flyght. 
Furt hermoꝛe, in the firme land, and in the Jlandes, there 
arecertepne by2dcs cauled rich oz G:xzvole, ſumewhat lyke 
vnto thoſe which we caule woodwaults, oꝛ woodpeckcs, be- 
inge lelle then owrs of Spayne. Theſe arc altogither blacke, 
and go hoppynge and leappng, They? beakes are alſo blacke 
and of the lame falſhyon as are the popingiaps beakes. They 
haue longe taples, and are ſumwhat by gger then dares. 
There are other byzdes cauled Piztadelli, whiche are lyke 
vnto certepne greene bpzdes whiche the Jtalyans caule Fri; 
: and are of ſcuen coloures. Theſe byꝛdes foz feare of the 
cattes, are eucr woonte to make thepꝛ neſles oucr the bankes 
of ryucrs 03 the Ita, where the bzaunches of trees ſo reache 
duet the water that with a lyttle wepght thep mape bowe 
downe to the water. Thepz neſtes are made ſancare the top⸗ 
pts of the bzaunches that when the cattes coome theron, the 
unches bende towarde the water, and the cattes turne 
backe agepne foz fcare of faulpnge. Foz althoughe no beaſte 
in the wozlde bee moze malicious then this, pet whereas the 


molle parte of beaftes are naturally inclyned to lwymme, this 


cattchath no maner of apteneſſe thereunto, and is thercfoze 
ſoone dzowned oz ſtrangeled in the water, and by a pzpuie 
Cenſe of nature fcareth the daunger which he can not eſcape, 
Theſe byꝛdes make thepꝛ neſies in ſuche lozte,that althowgh 
they bee weete and fyiled with water, pet doo thcpſo ſudden

ip ryſe vp agepne, that the younge byzdes are not therebp 


Hurte oz dzowned. 

There are alſo many npghtyngalcs and other byꝛdes whf 
che ſynge maruelouflp with great melodie and dyfference in 
cee Theſe byꝛdes are of maruelous dpuers coloures 

t one from the other. Sum are altogither pelowe, and ſum 


Other of ſo excellente, delcctable, and hyghe a colonre .as it 


lveare a rubye. Other are alſo of dpners and vartable co- 
lonres : ſum of fewe coloures, and other ſume all of one co⸗ 
loure : beinge all ſo fapze and bewtifull, that in bzyghtneſſe 
and ſhpnynge they excell all that art ſcene in &papne,0z Ita⸗ 
oz other pzouinces of Europe. Manp of theſe are taken 
with nettes, lyme twygges, and ſpzpnges of dpuers ſo2tes, 
Dxuers other loztes of greate foules lyke unto Eagles, 
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and ſuche other as lyue of pay, are founde in the firme lande 
of ſuche diuerlitie, that tt is in maner impollible to deſcryby 
them all particularly, And fozaſmuche as J haue mote large 
ly intreated hereof in my generall hyſtozic of the Jndics, 3 
thynke it not requpſite here ta make anpe further mention gf 
the lame. 


C Of trees, fruites, and plantes, 


ere is bothe in the firme lande and the Nan: 
des a certepne tree cauled cocus, beinge a kynd 
ok date trees and hauynge thepꝛ leaues of the 
ſelfe lame greateneſle as haue the date trees 
which beare dates, but dycker much in their 
— growpnge. Foz the leaues of this coca: grow 
8wte of the trunkes of che tree as doo the fpngers owt of the 
hande, wzcathpnge them ſclucs one within an other and ſg 
\ptcadpngc abzode. Theſe trees are hpgh: and are founde in 
great plentie in the coafte of the ſea of sur, in the ptoninceof 
Cacique Chim, Theſe date trees bꝛynge furth a krute after this 
ſozte. Beinge altogpther vnite as it groweth onthe tree, | 
is of greater circumference then the heade of a man. And ftõ 
the ſupecrficiall parte to the myddeſt which is the frirte, it is 
inuolued and coucred with many webs much lyke vnto thoſe 
hyꝛdes ot towe whiche they vſe in Ardalyſis, Ok this towe oz 
webbe, the Eaſt Indians make a certepne kpnde of clotheof 
thee oz foure ſoztes, and coꝛdes fox the ſaples of ſhyppes. 
But in theſe Indies of powr maieſtie, thep paſſe not fot theſe 
cozdes 92 this clothe that mape be made of the krute of coc, 
by reaſon of the great plentie that they haue of the bombage 
oz cotton of the gollampine trees; The frute which is inthe 
mpddeſt of the ſapdc towe, is (as J haue ſayde) as bygge as 
a mans fyſte, and lumtpmes twple as bygge and moze; Jt is 
in fozme., lpkc vnto a walnutte, oz ſum other rounde thynge 
ſumwhat mo2e longe then large, and very harde. The rynde 
o barke herof, is as thycke as the cyꝛcle of letters of arialc 
of plate. And within, there cleaueth faſte to the rynde of the 
nutte a carnoſitie oz ſubſtaunce of cooꝛnel, of the thyckeneſſe 
ok halfe a fynger oꝛ of the leaſt fpnger of the hande : And is 
verpe whyte, lyke vnto a kapte Almandez and of better 
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and moꝛe plcaſaune, When this fruite is chewed, there te⸗ 
mapne certepue ctun mes as do the lpke of almondes. pet if it 
bee ſwalowed downe, it is not vnpleaſaunt. Foz althowgh 
that alter the u wle oꝛ moyſture bee gonne downe the thꝛote 
befoꝛe the ſapde crummes bee \walowed, the reue whiche is 
taten ecm (umwhat ſharpc oꝛ ſower, pet Toth it not ſo great 
iy offende the taſte as to bee caſte awap. Whyle this Cocus is 
pct freſbe and newly taken from the trec, they vſe not to tate

of the ſapde carnolitie and rute: But fpꝛſte beatpnge it verp 


and then ſirapnynge it, they dꝛawe a mplke thercof, 
N lweeter then is the mplke of beaſtes, and ot 
much ſubſtaunce: The which the Chꝛiſtian men of choſe regi⸗ 
ons put in the totes 02 cakes which they make of the grapne 
of Mizium wherof they make theyꝛ bzcade,ot in other bzcade 
as we put bzcade in pozrage : So that by reaſon of the ſapde 
mplke of cocvs, the toꝛtes are moꝛe excellent to be eaten with 
owt offence to the tomake. They are lo pleaſaunte to the 


tale, and leaue it aſwell ſatiſfyed as thowghe it had bpn de: 


Iytcd with many delpcate dyſſhes. But to pzoccade further, 


powre maieſtic (hall vnderſtand, that in the place of the lone 


dz coozncll, there is in the 3 of the ſapde carnolitie, a 
vopde place, which neuertheleſſe is full of a moſte cleare and 
excellent water, in luch quantitie as maye fyll a greate cgge 


ell, oz moze oz lelle accoꝛdynge to the byggenelle of the co. 3 


cus, The which water ſuerly, is the moſte ſubſtantial, excel⸗ 
lent and pꝛecious to be dꝛoonke, that mape bee founde in the 
woꝛlde. In ſo much that in the momente when it palTcth the 
palate of the month and begynneth to goo downe the thꝛote 
lt ſeemethe that frome the ſole of the foote to the crowne of 
the headde, there is no parte of the boddye but that feelethe 
great cofozetherby :as it is doutleſſe one of the moſt excellent 
thynges that map be taſtcd vppon the earth, and ſuche as E | 
am not able by wiptyngt oz toonge to expzeſſe, And to pzo: 
ctade pet further, ſap that when the meate of this frute is 
taken from the veltell thcrof, the vellell remayncth as kapꝛe 
and nette as though is were pullyſhcd : and is without, of co 
lour inclynpnge towarde blacke, and ſbyneth oz glyſtereth ve: 
iy kayze, And is within of no leſle dilicatenefſe. Suche as

die agepnſt that diſeaſe: And that it bꝛeakethe the Cone and 
pꝛouob th vrine. This frute was cauled cocus for this cauſe, 
that + zen it is taken from the place where it cleaueth fate 
to thc erte, there are ſeene two holes, and aboue them two o⸗ 
ther naturall holes, which altogpther, doo repreſent the gie: 
ſture and fpgure of the cattes cauled Manmone, that is, muy: 
keys, when they crye : whiche crye the JAndians caule co; 
But in very deede, this tree is a kynd of date trees: and hath 
the ſame effccte to heale fretpnge of the guttes, that Plinie 
delcrybeth all kyndes of date trees to haue. 

There are furthermoze in the kirme lande, trees of ſychs 
byggeneſſe that J dare not ſpcaketherof but in place where 
haue ſo many wptneTes which haue ſcene the ſame as wet 
as J. A ſap therfoze, that a leaque from Da#iens oz the citit 
of Sancti Maris Antiqua, there palleth a rpuer very large & diepe, 
which is cauled cy: ouer the which the Indians had hapde 
a greate tree ſo trauerſinge the ſame that it was in the ſteade 
of a bꝛydge, the which I my ſclfe with dpucrs other that are 
at this preſent in powre maicſties courte, haue often tymcs 
paſCed ouer. And fozaſmuch as the ſayde tree had lyne longe 
there, and by the great weight therot was ſo ſh;zonke downe; 
warde and partelp coucred with water that none could paſſe 
ouer it but were weete to the knee, J being then in the peate 
2 522, thofficial of Juſtice in that citie at powre maieſties ap: 
popntemente, cauſed an other greate tree to bee lapde in that 
place whiche in tpke mancr trauerſed the rpuer and rcachcd 
moe the fpftie foote ouer the further ſpde. This tree was er: 
ctadynge greate, and reſted aboue the water moze then twoo 
cubytes, In the faulc, it caſt downe all ſuche other trees as 
were within the reache therof : And diſcoucred certepne vy: 
nes whiche were ſo laden with blacke grapes of plcaſaunte 
taſte, that thep ſatiſfped moꝛe then fiftie perſons whiche tate 
thcyz kplle therof, This tree in the chpckeſt parte therof, was 
moe then lyrtene ſpannes thicke: And was neuerthelelle but 
lpttle in reſpect of many other trees which are kounde in this 
pzouince. Foz the Indians of the coaſte and pzouince of c- 
tagenia, make barkes oz boates therof (which they caule co. 
u,) of ſuch byggeneſſe, beinge all of one hole tree, that ſume 


conttene a hundꝛeth men, ſume a hundzeth and thirtie, — 
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ſume moꝛe, Haupnge neuerthelelle ſuche bopde ſpace within 
the ſame, that there is lefre ſuſticiente roome to paſſe to and 
fro though owte all the can0s, Sum of theſe are ſo large by: 


ſpde the length, that they contepne moze then tenne oz twelue 


ſpannes in bzeadth, and ſaple with twoo ſaples as with the 
maſter ſaple and the trinkette which thep 
cotton. The greateſt trees that J haue ſeene in theſe partes 
oi in anye other regions, was in the pꝛouince of cu, the 
kynge wherok rebellynge from thobedrence of powre maieſtie, 
was perſued dy me and taken pzypſoner : At whiche tyme I 
with my company, paſſed ouer a very hygh mountcapne ful o 

great trees, in the toppe wherof we founde one tree whiche 
had thzce rootes oz rather diniſions of the roote aboue the 
earth in fozme of a trpangle oz triuette: ſo that betwene eue⸗ 
p foote of this triangle oz thꝛee feete, there was a ſpace of 
twentic foote betwene euerp foote, And this of ſuch hepghe 
aboue the earthe, that a laden carte of thoſe wherewith they 
are accuſtomed to bzpnge home cozne in the tyme of harueſt in 
the kyngedome of Toledo in Spapne, myght eaſelp haue paſz: 
ſed th:owgh euery of thoſe particions oz wpndowes whiche 
boere betwene the thee feete of the layd tree, From the earth 
bpwarde to the crunke of the tree, the open places of the dy; 
uiſions betwene theſe thzee fecte, were ofſuche heyght frons 
the grounde, that a footcman with a iauelpn was nor able 
toreache to the place where the ſapde feete iopned togpther

in the trunke oz body of the tree which grewe of great heighe 


in one piece and one hole body, oz cuer it ſpzedde in bzaun- 
ches, which it did not befoze it exctaded in heyhht the towꝛe 
of lapnt Romane in the citie of Toledo: from whiche heyght 
and vpwarde, it ſpzcadc very greate and ſtronge bꝛaunches. 
Amonge certepne Spanyardes which clymed this tree. J mp 
lelft was one. And when J was alcended ta the place where 
it begunne to ſpꝛeade the bꝛanches, it was a maruelous thing 
to beholde a greate countrep of ſuche trees towardt the pzo⸗ 


uince of Abzapme, This tree was eaſy to clyme, by rca*onof - 


certepne Beſucbi ( wherot J haue ſpoken befoze) which grews 
wzcathed aboute the tret in ſuche ſozte that thep ſeemed to 
make a ſcalpnge ladder. Euery of the fozeſapde thzce fects 
which boze the boddie of the tree, was twentie [pannes in 


thyckenelCe, Ind where they topned al togyther aboue in the 


trunks 
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trunke 62 boddye of the tree, the pꝛincipall trunke was m7 
then koꝛtie and fpue ſpannes in circulte, J named the monn- 
tapne where thelc trees grow, the mountapne of ther fore 
trees. And this which J haue nowe declarcd. was ſcene of 
all the companye that was there with me when (as J haue 
ſapde befoze) J cooke kynge Guatwro prpſoner in the peare 
: 522, Many thynges moze myght here bee ſpoken as ton⸗ 
chynge this matter, as allo howe there are many other ercel 
lent trees founde of dyuers ſoztes and dyffcrence, as (werte 
Ce der trees, blacke date trees, and many other: of the which 


lum are ſo heaup that they can not flote aboue the water but

ſpuke immediatip to the bottome. And other agepne as light 
as a coꝛke. As touchynge all whiche thynges J haue wipt⸗ 
ten moe largelp in mp gencrail hyſtozic of the Indies. 
And fozaſmuch as at this pꝛeſent J haue entered to intreate 
of trees, defoꝛe J paſle any further to other thynges, 3 wyi 
declare the maner howe the Indians kyndle fpzc, only with 
woodde and without fyꝛe, the maner wherof is this. They 
take a piece of woodde of two ſpannes in lengthe, as bygge 
as the leaſte fpnger of a mans hande, oz as an arrowe well 
pullyThed, and of a ſtronge kynde of woodde whiche they 
keepe onelp foz this purpoſe. Ind where they intende to kyn 
dle any fp2c, thep take two other pieces of woodde of the di 
eſt and lyghteſt that they can fpnde, and bpnde them faſt to; 
gyther one with an other as cloſe as two fpngers iopned. Ji 
the mpddeſt oz betwene thele, thep put the popnt of the fpzfle 
lyttle tafe made of harde and — wood which they hold 
in thepꝛ handes by the toppe thereof, and turne oz rubbe it 
rounde aboute continuallp in one place betwene the two pit: 
ces of woodde which lye bounde togyther vppon the earthe, 
which by that vnceſlant rubbynge and chafpnge, are in {ho}! 
ſpace kyndeled and take fycr, 

J haue alſo thought good here to ſpcake ſumwhat of ſuch 
thynges as coomme to mp rememberaunce of certepne trees 
which are founde in this lande, and ſumetyme alſo the lyke 
haue bynne ſeene in Spapne. Thele are certepne putrifped 
troonkes which haue ipne ſo longe rottpng on the carth that 
they are verpe whyte and ſhyne in the nyght lyke burnynge 
tyꝛt bꝛandes. And when the Spanyardes fynde any of this 
woodde, and intende pꝛiuiſp in the nyght to make ware 
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muade any pꝛouinee when caſe ſo requpꝛeth that it cbalbe ne: 
cellaty to go in the nyght in ſuche places where they knowe 
not the wap, the fozmoſt Chꝛiſtian man whiche guydcthe the 
waye, aſſociate with an Indian to directe hym therein, ta⸗ 
keth a lyttle ſtarre of the ſapde woodde, which he putteth in 
his cappe hangynge bchynde on his ſhoulders, by the lyght 
wherok he that koloweth nexte to him, direct eth his iournep, 
who alſo in lyke maner beareth an other ſtarre behynde hym, 
by the hynpnge whereof the thyꝛde foloweth the ſame waye, 
and in lyke maſter do al the reſt} ſo that by this meanes none 
are lofte oz ſtragle owte of the way, And koꝛalmuche as this 
lyght is not ſcene very farte, it is the better pollicie foz the 
Chyſtians bycauſe they are not thereby diſcloſed befoze they 
inuade they} enemies. 

Furthermoze as touchynge the natures of trees, one par: 
ticular thpnge ſcemeth wooꝛthp to bee noted, wherof Plinie 
makcth mention in his natural hyſtozpe where he ſapthe that 
there are certepne trees which contynewe t ner greene and ne: 
ner loſe theyꝛ leaucs, as the bape tree, the Ceder, the orange 
tree, and the olput tree with luchother, of the whiche in all 
togyther he nameth not paſte fyue oz ſyxe. To this purpoſe, 
J ſaye, that in the Jlandes of theſe Indies, and alſo in the 
firme lande, it ts a thynge of muche dicficultie to fynde tweo 
trees that loſe 02 caſt theyz leaues at any tyme. Foz althowgh 
J haut diligentelyſearched to knowe the trewthe hercof, pit 
haue J nat (eene any that loſe theyꝛ leaues, eyther of thepm 
which we haue bzowght owt of Spapne into thete regions, 
-ag, Ozange trees, Linions, Ce ders, Palmes, oz date trees 
and Pomegranate trecs, oꝛ of any other in theie regrons ex: 
tepte onelp c, which lol eth his ſeaues and hath a greater 
thynge appꝛopꝛiate to it ſelfe onely : which is, that whereas 
all other trees and plantes of Jnd#a ſpꝛeade thepꝛz rootes no 
diepet in the eart he then the depth of a mans heyght oz ſunie- 
what moze, not deſcendyng any furt her into the ground by 
reaſon of the greate heate which is found bencth that depth, 
pet dooth caſſia peatce ſurther into the grounde vntyl it fynd 
water: whiche by the Phploſophers opinion ſhoulde be the 
cauſe of a thynne and waterp — — moylicr to ſuche thyn: 
ges as dzawe thepꝛ nuryſhement therof, as fat and vnctudus 
groundcs with temperate hate, velde a fall @ firme moyſture

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to ſuche thynges as growe in them, whiche is the cauſe thut 
uche trees lolt not they} leaues, as the ſapde thynne and wx 
tery(ſhe moyſtare is cauſe of the contrarie, as appearcthe

— So it is therfoze, that in the firme land there 
art many ſoztes of reedes, ſo that in many places they make 
theyꝛ howſes therof, couerpnge them with the toppes of the 
ſame, and makynge thepz waules of them in lpke maner, as 
baue ſapde befoze. And amonge theſe kyndes of rcedes, 
there is one ſo greate, that the canes therof are as bygge as 
a mans legge inthe knee, and thzee ſpannes in length frome 
iopnt to iopnt oꝛ moze: in ſo much that euerp of them is of ca 
pacitit to contepne a lpttle bucket ot water. In this kynde, 
there are founde ſum greater and lum leſle, ot the which far 
thep vle to make qupuers foz arrowrs, There is founde ay 
other kynde which ſuerly is marueplous, bepnge lpttle byg: 


ger then a Jauclen, the canes whereof are longer then twoo - 


ſpannes, Theſe reedes growe one farre from an other, as ſum 
mes twentie oz thirtie paſes, and ſumetymes allo twoo's 
thꝛee leaques. They growe in maner in all pzoupnces iu the 
ndies: And growe nere to verp hygh trees whereunto 
cane, and creepe vp to the toppes of thepz bzaunches, w 
they imbzaſe and deſcende agepne do wne to the earth, 
canes are full of moſte cleare water without any maner ok tal 
oꝛ ſauoure epther of the canes oz of any other thynge: And 


Cuche as pk it were taken owte of the frelTheſte ſpzpnge in = | 


wozlde. No pet is it knowen that euer it hurte 
dzoonke therof, Foz it hath ottentymes ſo chaunced that as 
the Lhzyſten men haue trauapled in thele regions in deſolate 
wayes where oz lache of water they haue ben in great * 


ſelues woozthy to bee particularly obſerutd. 
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ger to dye fo? thyꝛſte, they haue eſcaped that perell by reaſon 
that they founde the ſayderecdes, of the water of whole ca⸗ 
ncs they haue dzoonke a great quantitie withowt any hurte 
thereof tultwynge. Therefoze when they kynde theſe in any 
place, they make water vellelles of che canes therot᷑. and carp 
as many of them ful of water as map ſuffice foz one dapes ioꝭ 
nay, And lumtyme they cary ſo many, that they take fo2 tue⸗ 
ty man two 02 thzee quattes of water which may ſerue them 
ko many dayes bycauſe it doth not cozrupte, but remayntt he 
qyil freThe and good. 

There are alſo certeine plantes which the Chꝛiſtians caul 
lam. Theſe arc as Hpgh as trees, and become as bygge in 
the trunke as the knee of a man oz mozc. Frome the foote to 
the toppe, they beare certepne longe and large leaues, beinge 
moꝛe then thꝛee ſpanncs in largenes, and about ten oꝛ twelue 
in length: The whiche when they arc broken of the wynde, 
the ſtalke remapneth hole in the myddeſt. In the myddeſte of 
this plant in the hygheſt parte thereof, there growetha clu⸗ 
ficr wit h foztie oꝛ fpfticÞÞlatans abo wt it, eucrp of them be 
inge a ſpanne and a halte in length, and as bygge as a mans 
arme in the ſmauſe, oz moꝛe oꝛ leſſe accoꝛdynge to the good⸗ 
neſle ot the lople where they growe. They haue a rynde not 
very thycke, and caſy to bee broken: being within altogither 
full of a ſubſtaunce lpke vnto the marpe of the bone of an ore 
as it appcareth when the rynde oz barke is taken frome the 
lame. This cluſter owghe to bee taken from the plant, when 
any one of the Platans vegynne to appere pelowe. At which 
tyme they take it and hange it in thepꝛ houſes where all the 
cluſter wax eth rype with all his jSlatans. This cluſter is a 
verp good frute: And when it is opened and the rynde taken 
of, there are kounde within it many good dꝛye kygges which 
beynge toſted oz ſtewed in an ouen in a dloſe pot az ium ſuche 
ather thynge, are of plcaſaunte taſte muche ſpke the conſerne 
of honp, They putrifie not on the ſca ſo ſoone as ſume other 


frutcs do: but continue fyftecne dapes and moze pk thep bee 


gathered ſumwhat greene. They ſeeme moze delpcate on the

where it grewe : In ſuche ſozte that all the mopſture of the 
earth farre abowtc, myght ſceme to bet gathercd to gyther a: 
bote the trunke oz blocke of the ſapde plante: with the 
frutes whereof, the antes are ſo farrein loue, that they are 
ſecne in great multitudes in the bzanches of the plantes. $0 
that foz the multitude thereof it ſumetpme lo chaunceth that 
men are infozced to take away the Platans frome thepz poſ: 
ſeTion, Theſe frutes are founde at all tymes of the peare, 
There is alſo an other kpnd of wpld plantes that groweth 
in the fyeldes : which I haue not ſecne but in the Jlandeof 
Hiſpamola, althowgh they be founde in other Flandesof 
the Jndies, Theſe thep caule run. They growe of a thiſtle 
full of thoznes, and bꝛynge kooꝛth a fruite muche lpke vnto 
great fpgges, which haue a crowne lpke: med/ers; and are 
within of a hyghe coloure, with-grapnes and the rynde lykt 
vnto a fygge. They are of good taſte: And growe abundant: 
ly in the fpeldes in many places. They wooꝛke a ſtraunge >: 
kecte in ſuche as cate them. Foz it amanne tate two oz thiee 
oz moe, thep cauſe his vrine to bee of the verpe colourt ot 
Audde, which thynge chaunced once to my ſelfe, At whiche 
tpme as I made water and ſawe the colour of my vrine, A en: 
tercd into a great ſuſpition of mp lyfe, beinge ſo aſtonyThed 
rod feare, that i thought the ſame had chaunced to me vpon 
ſu other cauſe, Jn lo muche that ſurely my — 


gro vo, there iſſheweth fozth.a great quan 
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wpght haue doone me hurte, but that they whiche were with 
me dyd confoꝛte me immcediatlp, declatynge the cauſe therot 
as they kncwe by experience beinge auncient mhabitours in 
regions, 

_— groweth alſo an other plante whiche the people of 
the countrep caule Bibos, This putteth fozth certepnt Liretghe 
bzaunchcs and very bzode leaues which the Indians vſe fox 
dpuers purpoſes. Foz in ſum places they coucr thtyi houſes 
with the lcaucs therof cowched and lapde after the maner of 
chetche, wherunto it ſerueth verp well. Sumtpmes al lo whe 
it rapneth, they caſt thelc ouer theyꝛ heades to defende theim 
from the water. They make alſo certepnc cheſtes whiche 
they caule Haus, weaued after a ſtraunge ſoꝛte and intermixt 
with the leaues of this Biber. Theſe cheſiggare wzought in 

ſozt, that although it rapne vpon them, oz they chaunce

—— into the water, pet are not ſuch thynges wette as are 
within them. They are made of the bꝛaunches of the ſapde .. 
Bib«os with the leaues weautd togyther therwith, In theſe 


they keepe ſalte and other ſubtyle thynges. They vle theym 
giſo foz an other purpoſe, which is this: That findyng them 
in the kieldes at ſuch tyme as they haue ſcarſenelCe of vyttay- 
ies, they dygge vp the rootes of theſe plantes whyle they are 
ptt pounge, oz eate the plante it ſelfe in that parte where it is 
moſte tender, which is from a foote vnder the grounde, where 

it is as tender and whyte as a recde oz bulruſſhe. | 
And fozaſmuch as wee are nowe coomme to thend of this 
narration, it commeth to mp vememberaunce to make meuti⸗ 
on of an other thynge which is not farre from mp oſe, 
And this is howe the Indians do ſtapne oz dye cloth of bom: 
bage cotton, oz any other thynge which they intende to dpe 
of dyuers coloures: as blacke, tawny, greene, blewe, pelowe, 
and redde, whiche they doo with the barkes oz rpndes, and 
feaues of ne trees, whiche they knowe by crperience to 
bee good foz this pꝛactiſe. And by this arte they make colours 
in ſuch perfection and excellencie that no better can bet diup- 
led, But this ſeemeth a iraunge thynge, that they doo all 
this in one ſelfe ſame veCell : So that when they haue cauſcd 
che lade ryndes and leaues to bople togpther, they make in 
e ſame veſſell without chaunge (as J haue fapde) as 
wany colours as them lyſtcth, Whiche thynge J ſuppoſe to

In ſo much that if it may bee ſpoken of any frute pet groth 
pnge on the carth, J wolde ſape that this was the vnhappp 
frutc wherof owre fyzfte parentes Adam and Eue taſted, wher 
by thep both loſt thepꝛ felicitie and pzocured death to thems 
thepz poſteritie. Ok thele frutes, and of the greate antts 
whoſe bptpnge cauſeth lwellpnge (whereof J haue ſpoken 
els where) and of the eutes oꝛ lylartes, and vppers, and ſuch 
other venemous thynges, the Canibales which are the chyeke

Theſe venemes thep mengle togyther and make thereof 
blacke maſſe oz compaſition which appcareth lyke vnto very 
blacke pptche. Of this popſon J cauſed a great quantitie to 
be burnt in $ndts Maria Antiqua in ũ place two leaques and moze 
within the lande, with a greate multitude of thep} inuenemed 
arrowes and other munition, with alſo the houſe wherein 
they were reſerucd , This was in the peare, 15 14. at ſuche 
teme as tharmꝑ arriued there with capitayne a 
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the commanndemente of the Catholpke kynge don Ferdinundo, 
But to returne to the hyſtozy. Thele applcs(as J haue ſaid) 
growe neare vnto the ſea. And wheras the Lhziſtians which 
{crue powr maicſlie in theſe parties, ſuppoſe that there is no 
remedy ſo pzofytable foz ſuch as art wounded with theſe ar: 
rowes. as is the water of the ſea if the wounde be much wal 
{cd thcrwith, by which meanes ſum haue cſcaped although 
but fewe, pet to lape the trewthe, albcit the water of the ſea 
haue a certepne cauſtike qualitie ageynſt popſon, it is not aſuf 
ficient remedp in this caſe: noꝛ pet to this dap haue the Chꝛi 
ſtians perceaued that of fiftie that haue byn wounded, thzee 
haue recouered. But that poor maieſtie may the better conſp⸗ 
der the fozce of the veneme of theſe trecs, powe ſhall further 
vnderſlande that pf a man doo but repoſe hym ſelfe to leepe 
a lyttle whyle vnder the ſbadow of the ſame, he hath his head 
and eyes ſo ſwolnc when he ryſeth, that the cpe lpddes are 
lopned with the chekes, And it it chaunce one dzopps 02 mozs 
of the dewe of the ſayde tree to faule into the eye, it vtterly 
deſtropeth the ſpght. The peſtilent nature of this tree is ſuch 
that iz can not bee declarcd in kewe wooꝛdes. Of theſe there 
groweth greate plentie in che goulfe of vraba towarde the 
Noth coaſt on the Weſte and Eaſte ſyde, The wood of theſe 
trees when it burneth, makerh ſo greace a ſtpnke that noo 
an is able to abyde it, by reaſon it Cauſeth ſo great a peyne 


Amonge other trees which are in theſc Indies as well in g 


the Jlandes as in the firme lande, there is an other kynde 
which thep caule x«gu«, wherof there is great plentie. They 
are very hygh and ſtrepght, and fapze to bcholde, Ok theie
